Helena, Montana Senate Chambers 
January 4, 1999 State Capitol 


At twelve o'clock noon the Senate of the 56th Legislature of the State of Montana was called to order with Senator 
Keating presiding. 


Senator Keating appointed Reverend Keith Johnson as temporary Chaplain and Chuckie Cramer as temporary 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate. 


The colors were posted by Lieutenant Westfall and members of the Montana National Guard, followed by the Pledge 
of Allegiance to the Flag. 


The invocation was given by Reverend Keith Johnson. 
Senator Keating appointed Rosana Skelton as temporary Secretary of the Senate. 


At the direction of Senator Keating, the temporary Secretary called the roll of the newly elected Senators by district. 
The following Senators responded thereto:

The Honorable Justice Karla M. Gray was admitted to the Senate Chamber and administered the following official 
oath of office to the Senators-elect, who subscribed to the same: 


"I do solemnly swear that I will support, protect, and defend the Constitution of the United States and the 
Constitution of the State of Montana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office as a Montana State Senator 
with Fidelity, so help me God." 


At the direction of Senator Keating, the temporary Secretary called the complete roll of the Senate. The following 
Senators responded thereto:

Fifty members being present, Senator Keating announced that the Senate of the 56th Legislature was duly organized 
and ready for business. 


MOTIONS 
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Senator Harp moved that the rules of the 55th Legislature be adopted as the temporary operating rules of the 56th 
Legislature with the following additions: 


1. Joint rule 40-40 be amended to read: "For the 56th legislative, after 11 a.m. on December 18, a member may 
request no more than four bills or resolutions to be prepared by the Legislative Services Division. At least two of 
the four bills or resolutions must be requested before the regular session convenes. A bill or resolution requested 
between 5 p.m. on December 5 and 11 a.m. on December 18 is exempt from this subsection, as are bills requested 
by a joint select or joint special committee appointed prior to the convening of the legislative session." Motion 
carried unanimously. 


Senator Harp moved that Senator Crippen of District No. 10 be nominated for the office of President of the Senate 
of the 56th Legislature and moved that his election carry with it the name of Senator Tom Beck of District No. 28 
for the office of President Pro Tempore. 


Senator Nelson moved that Senator Doherty of District 24 be nominated for the office of President of the Senate of 
the 56th Legislature and moved that his election carry with it the name of Senator Nelson of District 49 for the office 


of President Pro Tempore. 


Senator Crippen was elected President of the Senate by a voice vote; 32 votes for Senator Crippen, 18 votes for 
Senator Doherty. 


Senator Keating announced the election of Senator Crippen as President and Senator Beck as President Pro Tempore. 
Senator Crippen assumed the Chair and made his opening remarks: 


"Thank you for the honor you have bestowed upon me--I view my job as your president to represent this 
body in a manner that will bring respect to, and reflect the integrity of, its membership. 


I pray that with God's help I can live up to your expectations and high standards, and further, that together 
we can successfully accomplish the tasks that will be before us. 


We will be challenged by numerous issues these coming days--budget, revenue, term limits, CI-75, just to 
name a few. 


However, I submit that the greatest challenge can best be described by a statement given by a prominent 
reporter when he was asked what the people should expect from this legislative session. His answer--it will be a 
contentious, acrimonious free-for-all--lame duck legislators with nothing to lose will introduce their pet bills with 
little regard to their merit--there will be jockeying for position by some who intend to run for statewide offices; in 
short, business as usual. These were not his thoughts but they reflect the opinion of his readers, the very folks who 
sent us here. 


Yet this is not surprising given our 20 percent approval rating in recent polls. 


Is this what we want as our legacy? Did we spend all that time and energy to be remembered as a 20 
percent legislature? 


You may be thinking that I am here to do what is right regardless of public opinion--"the right thing". 
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How many times have we been admonished by our friends and neighbors to go up and do "the right thing"? 
For that matter, what is "the right thing"? As a freshman, it took me but a couple of days to figure out that my view 
of what is the "the right thing" was not always shared by the entire body, much less the members of my own party. 


Yet we all strive to do "the right thing" because that is the very essence of why we are here; and we know 
the process of doing " the right thing" can at times be a difficult and less than rewarding experience, especially when 
it is defined by the majority. But we know that that too is part of the process. 


It is how we conduct our business that will determine what will be the legacy of this session. How we relate 
to one another in committee and on the floor--the empathy we have for one another--the consideration and respect 
we demonstrate toward each other even though we have divergent views as to what is the right thing. It is not an 
easy task but it is one we must face. 


Next door neighbor. We are often quoted as being just next door neighbors, not professional lawmakers 
and not even gifted amateurs. And this is true but as legislators we are held to a high standard--we have a high 
degree of responsibility placed upon our shoulders--we are more than just next door neighbors and part-time 
legislators. 


We are elected representatives of the people sent here to do a job; and with the untiring effort of all of us 
and with the help of god, we can look back and claim this session as the hallmark of the 20th century and the 
standard of the 21st." 


Senator Crippen introduced Sen. Beck as the newly elected President Pro Tempore, Senator Doherty, Minority 
Leader and Senator Harp, Majority Leader. Each senator acknowledged their introduction with a short speech. 


Under the direction of Elizabeth Keller, the Sweet Adelines entertained the Senate with several vocal numbers.

Majority Leader Harp moved that the body resolve itself into a joint session for the purpose of receiving the State 
of the State address from the Honorable Marc Racicot, Governor of the State of Montana. Motion carried. 


Majority Leader Harp moved that the President appoint an escort committee of four to notify the Governor that the 
Senate and House of Representatives are in joint session and ready to receive his State of the State address. Motion 
carried. 


The President appointed Senator Crismore, Senator Bartlett, Representative Hanson and Representative Quilici and 
discharged them to escort the Governor to the House Chamber.

First Lt. Kevin Danz and members of the Montana National Guard posted the colors. 
Sergeants-at-arms Cramer and Meuli escorted The Honorable Marc Racicot into the Chamber. 


President Crippen announced that at the request of the Governor, there would be special participants in the State of 
the State ceremony; Abigail Hood, 13 year old daughter of Karla and Gregory Hood of Helena, and five year old 
Garrett Altenburg, son of Marianne and Dave Altenburg of Dillon, Montana. 


Master Garrett Altenburg led the audience in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Father O'Donnell gave the invocation. 
President Crippen introduced Governor Racicot, who then delivered the following address: 


Thank you very much. President Crippen. Speaker Mercer. Members of the Fifty-Sixth Legislature. Fellow 
elected officers. Mr. Chief Justice and Honorable members of the Judiciary. Tribal leaders. Lieutenant Governor 
Martz. Friends and fellow Montanans, those of you here and those watching and listening across the state. Garrett 
and Abigail. And my family. Good evening. 


Once again--and for the final time, I trust--I stand before you in this awe-inspiring chamber amid these humbling 
mountains with their vast, snow-covered forests and, sprawling beyond, hundreds of miles of productive plains 
peopled by the best neighbors on the planet, to discuss with you the state of our God-blessed state. 


Such moments are always special times in our state’s history when we as the servants of the people and the people 
we work for, sit down--or in my case stand up--to share formal thoughts, plans and, I hope, some dreams for this 
geographical space we share as Home. 


I am but the 20th person to give a State of the State Address in Montana since the first one more than a century ago. 
In those ensuing 5,300 weeks of history the hardworking People of Montana, assisted by their duly-elected 
governments, have carved a respected place for themselves in the economy, the culture and the history of our grand 
nation. 


I have done some traveling as the temporary steward of this office. And I can report that Montana’s civility, 


decency, conscientiousness and neighborliness are known around the world, such that Montana has become more 
than a mere place. Montana is, indeed, seen as a way of life. 
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One of the most powerful and enduring legacies we as Montanans can leave at the end of our stay here is the 
preservation of that culture, that unique way of life, for one more day, one more week, one more year, one more 
lifetime. 


This is an historic and, I would admit, a melancholy moment. It is the last time any of us will meet like this in this 
century and in this millennium. And due to the ultimate lifetime term limit, it is unlikely that any of us will live to 
see another century change such as this. 


For 38 members of the House and Senate, this is the first time in office here. We wish you welcome and the 
commonsense wisdom to make the tough judgments you will confront. 


For many more of us, however, this is the last session by choice or by term limits that we shall gather here together-- 
-in our current positions, anyway.... 


To that end, I want to announce here tonight that I will NOT be a candidate in the Year 2000.... for the Montana 
Senate or House of Representatives. 


I first met some of you in our collegiate days when we knew so much less and thought we knew so much more. 


I recall a generation ago, as a young prosecutor, walking into a Judiciary Committee meeting here and seeing Senator 
Crippen for the first ttme. I was impressed then. And here he is presiding again--or still. 


I recall the first time I heard the resonant tones of a legislator named J.D. Lynch from the state of Butte. I am 
pleased to see no need to debate him anywhere anytime. 


I can also recall Representative Joe Quilici, who is my friend and, I believe, everybody’s friend, as a member of the 
Appropriations Subcommittee on General Government. He tested my every request when I presented a very small 
agency budget as an Assistant Attorney General. 


And he sounded like my father when he said, “Mr. Racicot, I’m going to re-irritate this for you one more time.” 


And I recall when a young Representative John Mercer reported for his first session 14 years ago--somewhat quiet 
and cautious, but determined. And since that time he has served an unprecedented four terms as Speaker of the 
House. 


It is a wondrous thing to me to pause here for a moment and ponder how, in our special state’s democracy, so many 
different people were born and raised in so many diverse households, lived through an infinite number of varied 
experiences and lessons, and came together here, in the people’s Capitol building at the same time, with the common 
goal of protecting Montana and making it even better. 


T hope each one of us can keep that thought in the forefront of our minds in the coming days. We have shared much 
together here in this magnificent corner of God’s good earth. Let us all--now and throughout this session--join again 


to share, not in the fickle fears of the present, but in the inspiring hopes of the future. 


Montana was built by hardy men and women. They, too, no doubt, encountered worries and fears and disagreements 
as well as temptations to speak harshly. But they overcame them. And so must we..... 


The future of our state--the future of our citizens like Garrett and Abigail here--depends on it. 
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Sadly, we can see daily in recent times in other places the turmoil that results from non-cooperation, from climbing 
over others merely to get ahead, from suspecting the worst of others, and from convenient misunderstandings. 


We may not be physically in the same spot a couple of thousand miles from this national turmoil. But we can feel 
the disquiet it creates in our hearts and stomachs, as the children in a family of feuding adults must feel even in 
another room. 


It is not a good feeling. We sometimes sense its spread across the country like some malevolent social virus. Such 
conflict not only consumes energies that could be invested in constructive activities. It also decays the social trust 
that is the unwritten, unspoken glue of a functioning democracy. 


Here in Montana we do not need to follow that same path in the direction of political Armageddon. Nowhere is this 
written. 


Indeed, Montanans could become the nation’s pioneers again, showing the other world the power and achievements 
possible when a people share a humility, a respect for others and a stubborn sense of civility. 


To be sure, this will take some resolve, some restraint, some grace, some courage and, frankly, some plain old 
biting-of-our-tongues when temptation suggests lashing out verbally to score some rhetorical points in the deafening 
chorus of conflict we see portrayed in each day’s news. 


We as Montana’s elected officials and representatives have a golden moment in this legislative session. It will not 
be repeated for those of us scheduled to depart. And it may never be repeated for others either. 


We have come through some very difficult times in our state. When I first stood here before these bodies as 
Governor some 2,200 days ago, we faced--together--a projected General Fund deficit of $200 million. 


That sum of money may seem like pocket change in national capitals. But as someone who once dug up worms and 
sold them to fishermen so I could earn a half-cent apiece, I have come to see $200--let alone $200 million--as quite 
a significant chunk of change. 


Together, these bodies, our office--indeed, all of state and local government--addressed that emergency and 
numerous others. We stopped the bleeding. It was not easy for legislators, for the executive branch and agencies 
and for individual Montanans impacted by these necessary decisions. 

On that January night six years ago our Workers Compensation system, quite honestly, teetered on the brink of 
insolvency, threatening the health care of many working Montanans, not to mention the fiscal reputation of the state 
and the financial viability of many employers providing work and income to many Montana families. 

Premiums increased almost quarterly and the problem struck many as unsolvable. 

But, guess what? Working together, again, we fixed the fund’s problems--eliminated the unfunded liabilities, the 
deficits and $8 million in fraud. We put the State Fund on a businesslike basis, while providing enhanced care for 


workers. 


Premiums have been cut four years in a row now and just two weeks ago we saw the end of the special payroll tax, 
nearly a decade early. Soon, dividend checks will go out to businesses for the first time in a generation. 


That is not all that we have fixed together. Our welfare system and its clients had become mired in decades of 
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dependence based on habit, not positive results. Working together, again, we have set about fixing that system. 


I can report to you this evening that since Montana’s imaginative welfare reforms were approved by these legislative 
bodies with only two dissenting votes and since they began going into effect on Feb. 1, 1996, fully 19,283 
Montanans--that’s nineteen-thousand-two-hundred and eighty-three Montanans have left the state’s welfare rolls to 
become productive independent citizens. 


These nearly 20,000 people now earn a self-respect and private dignity. In their new role as working Montanans 
they have also earned in excess of $101-million in wages. And they have saved Montana’s taxpayers more than 
$28.4-million in unpaid welfare benefits. 


Of equal long-term importance, these reforms and former clients have also broken the cycle that sentenced future 
generations of taxpayers to futilely finance endless generations of unborn children in a legacy of despair and 
dependency. 


Working together, Montanans have also improved our communities’ schools, thousands of miles of neglected 
highway and bridges and our state’s penal system, which was not fully prepared for the number of prisoners that our 
state’s justice system was prepared to sentence to incarceration. 

Working together, we have designed, approved and implemented likely the largest government reorganization in 
Montana history, eliminating two executive departments and rationalizing the operations of others to serve customers 


better. 


Working together, we have helped to create the stable economic climate which in the past six years has seen the 
creation of more than 53,000 new non-ag jobs in our state. 


Working together, we have set an example to be emulated across the country with our endowed philanthropy tax 
credit, the chartering of the Montana Consensus Council, and the creation of the Office of Community Service. 


With the direction and dedication of Lieutenant Governor Judy Martz, that office staged one of the largest and most 
effective youth summits in the United States last June. Its impact continues with the spread of teenage mentoring 
in dozens of communities. 


Working together, we have reformed parts of our antiquated tax system. Not enough. But some. 


It continually amazes me that as a society we have adjusted our expectations--thanks to e-mail, faxes and microwaves- 
-so that waiting a half-hour for a reply or a meal seems unacceptable. 


And yet, as a society, we continue to live and put up with--and pay into--a tax system that was designed when they 
were stringing telegraph wires across this region. 


This is not good enough for a new millennium, let alone 1999. 


As you all well know, finding the political and fiscal formula to produce significant, broad change in this creaking 
system is very hard work in a state as vast and diverse as ours. 


Our tax system is not unlike this building, which will close for at least a year of major refurbishing this spring after 
your deliberations are complete. Both the building and our tax system were built IN another time FOR another time. 
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We must completely fix both. We cannot let this opportunity escape us. 


Builders back then could not envision faxes and air conditioning and computers linked instantly to governments and 
resources around the world. 


These walls and floors were not built to carry telephone lines, let alone fiber optic cables. Our tax system was not 
built for an information age of commerce conducted instantaneously over invisible lines. 


We are still taxing business equipment as if that was the end product, rather than the beginning. We still tax that 
equipment right off the top whether its owner is making money or not. And we still tax that equipment as if all of 
the states around us, which are also competitors for new investments, have the same equipment tax. Which they do 
not. 


We are still taxing homeowners according to the rising values of neighboring property that happens to sell to affluent 
buyers. We are still taxing inheritances as if farm and ranch property can always stay in the same family. Which 


it cannot. 


We are still taxing motor vehicles each year as if there was an annual sales tax, even though the car or pickup may 
never change hands. 


In short, we have a decrepit tax system which causes too many Montanans to pay too much and too few visitors to 
pay too little. 


Working together, we have made a start on tax reform in recent years and provided millions upon millions of dollars 
in tax relief of various kinds. We have helped homeowners and protected them from staggering increases. We have 


reduced the business equipment tax from nine percent to six. 


We have driven efficiencies down through government. When our current system produced a budget surplus, we 
returned those funds to the people who earned them, the taxpayers. It just seemed the right thing to do. 


Americans, I learned long ago as a local and state prosecutor all over this state, will put up with a lot of things. But 
one thing they will never accept is unfairness. Unfairness offends our national sensitivities. You can hear it on 
playgrounds, in sports, government and in jury rooms. Unfairness is, well, unfair. 

Quite frankly, ladies and gentlemen, our state’s tax system is unfair. 


It must be changed. 


Our homeowners and vehicle owners and landowners must be freed from the unfair burdens that have, over the 
years, been heaped on their financial shoulders. 


Our businesses--present and hopefully future--must be freed from the burden of paying taxes on equipment regardless 
of profit and regardless, for that matter, of whether the equipment has ever been turned on. 


Our current tax system reminds me of my father’s comment. He was a teacher and basketball coach. And he used 
to say, “Marc, you are not big.....But you are slow.”.... 


I do not intend tonight to provide a lengthy litany of detailed legislative proposals. You already have before you that 
agenda and the detailed proposals we have developed over many months. 
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Clearly, we have designed a large and ambitious portfolio of initiatives, including the children’s health insurance 
plan, the continuing, though thankfully diminished requirements of our corrections system, and the essential 
investment in our world-class education system. 


I do want to mention, however, the Jobs for Montana’s Graduates program, which has proven so very successful 
and cost-effective in combating and preventing the high school dropout problem. Currently, the Jobs for America’s 
Graduates program exists in 27 states and 800 schools, including 18 in Montana. We seek enhanced funding to boost 
that total to 50 as a sign of our continuing commitment to preventing societal problems. 


This is, indeed, a special moment of opportunity in our state’s history when our stable society and finances, 
combined with an experienced body of willing legislators and executives, and an almost palpable public demand for 
change, can build for once a lasting legacy that will positively shape the future of Montana for generations to 
come.... 


If we have the will and the vision. 


Our current tax reform proposal, one of many I hope will be thoroughly discussed in coming days, calls for 
numerous tax relief measures. 


The end of the motor vehicle tax. The end of the business equipment tax. The end of inheritance taxes. The end 
of livestock inventory taxes. Significant reductions in homeowner property taxes. 


Having just paid $727 for a license plate on a used vehicle, I, like most Montanans, would be happy to see that 
system changed. Nobody favors taxes, except those paid by others. Providing this massive tax relief requires some 
form of replacement revenue. 


Our proposal is for a value-added tax that combines ease and inexpensive administration with the fairness and 
elements of choice in a consumption tax. I am pleased at the early start and the early work which legislators have 
invested in tax reform issues this session. 


We recognize there are other avenues to achieve significant tax reform. We have never claimed a patent on good 
ideas. The goal of balance and fairness is what’s important. We fully intend to work honestly, openly and earnestly 
with members to design a new revenue system that is efficient, effective, and fair. 


Montanans deserve no less. And I suspect they will accept no less either. 

Some people have suggested that major statewide tax reforms are impossible to find in Helena. I believe that’s also 
what they told those gold miners just down the street here who stuck around Last Chance Gulch for one last try. 
And that continued effort resulted in the modern city where we meet tonight. 

I can tell you, in the interests of open and honest government, that we intend to continue our dedication to driving 
this tax reform issue for the next 103 weeks up through the very last minute we are in this office. It is, quite simply, 


our duty to design, finally, a system that is fair for all Montanans. 


We also intend to drive energetically our Jobs and Income proposals for economic development. Montana and its 
people over the decades have often been the unwitting victims of decisions made in other places. 


Now, we want to begin the long process of changing that, of seizing control of our economic destiny and shaping 
our own futures. 
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We believe Montanans can apply our imaginations, our limited financial resources and our sweat to design, over 
time, a more vibrant state economy more full of choices, opportunities and rewards for its citizens, today’s and 
tomorrow’s. 


I want to talk for just a few minutes about each one of the 47 economic development proposals in our 
package.....Just kidding. These proposals range from aggressive efforts to boost our foreign trade capabilities and 


successes by, for instance, opening a trade office in Canada, to diversifying our crops. 


If producing record amounts of one crop to add to a world surplus does not boost farm family income, then, chances 
are, producing even more of that same crop will not change things much either. 


We know government does not create jobs. Indeed, many of our reforms have been designed to get government out 
of the way of job-creating entrepreneurs. Each one of these economic development proposals is designed to benefit 


all Montana and Montanans by helping to raise the economic water level for everyone. 


My point is: This session is truly a time of great promise. We have a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity between now 
and late April. 


We can, as some confidently predicted in recent days, descend into the rancor, pointless competition and divisiveness 
of less gracious places where the once unthinkable has become the unthinking commonplace. 


And we will surely be remembered for that in infamy. 

Or we can in this final legislative session of the millennium--and for many, of our public service careers--rise above 
such mundane temptations to achieve great and lasting things, not only in WHAT we do here in this building... .but 
in HOW we do them. 

We can achieve all this together if we are, above all, true to our hearts and our families and our neighbors.... and 
if we examine first our own motives before critiquing those of others. If we grant to others the same benefit of the 
doubt we seek ourselves. 


For that grace, I predict we shall be remembered as well. 


Let us all, each of us, quietly, in the privacy of our own conscience, choose to walk that more favored road that 
spawns a hopeful future. 


And let us, each and every one, walk down that road together. As, clearly, we have done so often in the best- 
remembered times of the past. 


My father, God rest his soul, may have been wrong at times in his life. But he was never in doubt. 


He did not live long enough to see his son in this job, which is simultaneously a matter of regret and a remembrance 
of how special our time together is. 


I remember when his team, the Libby Loggers, traveled all the way to Butte, America to play for the state basketball 
championship 33 years ago this winter. At the time Butte was about as far south as I had ever been. 


We were as nervous as you would expect a band of 16- and 17-year-old country boys to be, playing in front of 
significantly more people than lived in our entire hometown.

Dad told us two things in the locker room that night. During games he always chewed a full pack of Juicy Fruit at 
the same time.

The 
board shall publish, by November 30 of each year, a report of the state fund's actual performance as compared to 
the business plan. 


(6) The state fund board of directors shall establish in-house guidelines for procurement of insurance-related 
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services and shall include guidelines for the solicitation of submissions of information regarding insurance-related 
services from more than one vendor. The board may include guidelines for the circumstances when business 
necessity or expedience may preclude the solicitation of submissions from more than one vendor. The board may

(iii) used to house or store a public display. 

(3) The following portions of the appraised value of a capital investment in a recognized nonfossil form 
of energy generation or low emission wood or biomass combustion devices, as defined in 15-32-102, are exempt 
from taxation for a period of 10 years following installation of the property:

If the failure or malfunction directly or indirectly causes 
a governmental entity to fail to deliver services, entitlements, or compensation, the remedies available are the existing 
administrative procedures or remedies provided by law, except as expressly limited by this section. The only 
compensation for the failure or malfunction is the value of the service, amount of entitlement, or amount of 
compensation that was due. 

(4) This section does not limit the ability of contracting parties to enter into agreements as they consider 
appropriate with regard to liability and damages. This section does not apply to actions based upon fraud. 

(5) For purposes of this section, "electronic computing device" means any computer hardware, software, 
firmware, computer chip, embedded chip, process control equipment, timing device, or other information system 
that: 

(a) captures, stores, manipulates, or processes data; or 
(b) controls, monitors, or assists in the operation of physical apparatus that is not primarily used as a computer 
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and that relies on automation or digital technology to function, including but not limited to buildings, structures, 
facilities, vehicles, vessels, elevators, medical equipment, traffic signals, factory machinery, and similar appliances, 
equipment, instruments, and machinery."

Senator Harp moved that the President be authorized to appoint a committee of four to escort The Honorable Rick 
Hill, Congressman for Montana into the Senate. Motion carried. 


The President appointed Senators Bartlett, Keenan, McNutt and Tester. The committee escorted Congressman Hill 
to the well of the Senate, where he presented the following speech: 


President Crippen, Majority Leader Harp, Minority Leader Doherty and members of the Montana Senate. Thank 
you for giving me this opportunity to speak with you this morning. 


As many of you know, I got my first real look at the workings of the legislative process right here in the Montana 
Legislature. I had the privilege of working with some of you when I served as one of Governor Racicot's emissaries 
to the third floor during the 1993 Session. It was often like visiting a foreign country. 


I realized as I prepared my remarks that some of you seldom listened to me then - so I hold out no great hope that 
you will listen to me now. And, I remember how packed the calendar got as transmittal approached. As a result, 
I'll keep my remarks brief. 


I can empathize with those of you who are new to the Legislature, trying to get a handle on how everything operates. 
I discovered when I got to Washington, DC that my life in Congress would be run by lights and bells. 


We have wall clocks in every office that have a series of lights and what are quaintly called bells to tell us when we 
need to be on the floor. Actually the bells sound more like a cheap alarm clock. 


The pattern of the lights and bells tells us the nature of the vote. 

The opportunity the people of Montana have given me to serve you as your Congressman is one of the most 
humbling and gratifying experiences of my life. Betti and I try to get home every chance we get because it helps 
us stay grounded. 

Since I began my tenure as your Congressman a little over two years ago, we have had about 120 town meetings and 


forums. We leave Monday morning to do several more - out along the high line in Havre, Chinook, Malta, Glasgow 
and Plentywood, and then back through Sidney, Circle, Glendive and Miles City. 
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But regardless of where I go I hear pretty much the same kinds of concerns. Whether I'm in Montana's bigger 
communities or smaller towns, whether I'm in the east or the west, people want to talk about what we can do to 
increase the number of good paying jobs. 


They want to talk with me about what we can do to strengthen the economy, improve education and lower their 
taxes. And so that is what I want to visit with you about today. 


I sometimes have a hard time explaining to my colleagues in Congress just how big Montana really is. So I ask them 
to imagine juxtaposing a map of Montana on the eastern United States. I tell them if they placed the town of Troy, 
in our northwestern corner, over the city of Chicago, then the town of Alzada, in our southeastern corner, would 
be out in the Atlantic, south and east of Washington, DC. 


I try to explain to my colleagues the economic challenges with which the 865,000 of us who live in this vast place 
must contend. 


I try to explain the economy of Montana is like a table with four legs - agriculture, tourism, natural resources and 
high tech. 


Make no mistake about it. Agriculture remains central to Montana's economy, and Montana agriculture is under 
pressure. 


We've accomplished a lot for Montana agriculture in the Congress - both short term economic relief and longer term 
tax relief. I helped lead the fight to reduce unfair taxes on our farming and ranching families by winning the battle 
for income averaging and reducing capital gains taxes. Senator Burns and I voted to ensure adequate disaster relief 
for our hard hit producers by backing the Omnibus Budget Bill at the end of the last Congress. 


But I know there is still much work to do, particularly since the farm economy has not seen much improvement. 
We must work for agricultural trade reciprocity with our neighbors to the north. There was much fanfare about the 
Record of Understanding between the US and Canada announced in early December. The people who negotiated 
this agreement either don't understand the trade problem or they intentionally disregarded critical issues. 


We need to improve the transparency of wheat pricing in Canada. It is not acceptable to me that the Canadian Wheat 
Board continues to resist opening their books while American producers suffer from a steady influx of Canadian 
grain. 


I am a strong advocate of nation of origin labeling and I am a co-sponsor of legislation mandating it. If we can put 
a label on a package of ground beef telling the customer how to cook it, there is no reason we can't also tell them 
the country of origin. I believe the U.S. Beef brand has value in the global marketplace, and we ought to help our 
producers capture that value. 


We need to continue looking for ways to reduce our tax burdens and to eliminate death taxes on family businesses. 
To that end, I will reintroduce legislation in this Congress to convert estate taxes to capital gains, forever ending the 
death tax. 


We must work to improve the crop insurance program so it can make it a more widely available and applicable risk 
management tool. I have discussed developing a bipartisan approach to this issue with Congressman Pomeroy of 
North Dakota. I am deeply disappointed the President failed to include any funding for crop insurance reform in 
his budget. 
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Finally, I am pleased to announce that the Small Business Committee on which I serve has formed a new 
subcommittee at my request to look at the central importance of agriculture to the small rural communities across 
our country. We understand here in Montana that when agriculture coughs, Main Street catches the cold. 


I have been named vice-chairman of this Rural Enterprise Subcommittee, and I will use that position to work to 
secure the future of our rural communities. 


Tourism is the second leg of Montana's economic table. I believe we have some truly unique opportunities ahead 
of us in the area of tourism and outdoor recreation. Let me talk about just two of them. 


We are coming up on the bicentennial of the Lewis and Clark Expedition early in the next century. The Lewis and 
Clark Expedition is one of the seminal events in the history of our great nation. The bicentennial celebration has 
already captured the imagination of the American people. Witness the popularity of Stephen Ambrose's book 
"Undaunted Courage" or Ken Burn's documentary series on PBS. 


I have the honor of co-chairing, along with Congressman Pomeroy, the bipartisan Lewis and Clark Caucus. We 
intend to work with our colleagues in the Congress on directing adequate federal resources to celebrate the 
bicentennial in the manner it deserves, including money for promoting tourism along the route. 


President Clinton and Secretary Babbitt have already tipped their hand. They intend to use the bicentennial as an 
excuse for more land withdrawals and higher spending for federal agencies. While there may well be currently 
unprotected sites along the route that deserve protection, I would much rather see the federal dollars allocated to 
preserving and expanding existing sites, and on local and regional celebrations. 


If we fail to take the initiative now, these federal plans may prevail. Other states are looking for state and local 
resources to contribute to this effort. North Dakota for example is asking to spend about $2 million to promote the 
bicentennial. I would hope the Montana Legislature would look favorably on funding requests here. 


A big part of our attraction for tourists, as well as for those of us who live here, is the hunting and fishing and 
outdoor recreation we have to offer. We have an opportunity to create an $18 to $20 million trust fund to be used 
for improving wildlife habitat and recreational access throughout the state, but we need your help. 


The last Congress passed legislation authorizing homeowners at Canyon Ferry to purchase certain property currently 
under lease. The next step in the process involves establishing and funding a $3 million Canyon Ferry - Broadwater 
County Trust. 


Establishing this County Trust was essential to my support for the legislation. Many of the benefits gained by the 
construction of Canyon Ferry came at the expense of the folks on the south end of the lake. They have waited 
decades to see some economic benefit. It was time we treated them fairly. 


In the process of crafting the legislation, I sought to fund the County Trust with a small portion of the proceeds of 
the sales. My point of view did not prevail. So we need to find alternate sources of revenue. 


The authorizing legislation permits funding part of the County Trust through in-kind contributions, and the 
Broadwater County Commissioners have indicated at least a preliminary willingness to consider a sizable in-kind 
component. But, they have also indicated that discharging their operation and maintenance obligations also requires 
a significant unencumbered cash component. 


Once the Commissioners have identified the amount and kind of in-kind projects they might accept, I am prepared 
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to work with other members of the Congressional delegation to obtain the necessary funding. The sooner we can 
identify the federal contributions, the better chance we have of working through the federal appropriations process. 


However, I do not anticipate federal funding alone can meet our goals. I fully expect funding the County Trust will 
also require significant state and private participation. 


The sportsmen and women of Montana have a large stake in seeing this transfer through to completion. Instead of 
carping from the sidelines, I hope the organizations claiming to represent their interests will step forward to help 
realize this opportunity. I also urge Governor Racicot and the Legislature to support substantial state funding for 
the County Trust, so that we can move forward with the transfers and creation of the wildlife account. 


The third significant leg to our economic table is responsible resource development. A1l of us who live here share 
a deep and abiding love for this place we call home. Our attachment to the land runs nearly as strong in us as our 
attachment to family. We know we are blessed with an abundance of resources which makes this a special place. 


Most of us also understand that our economic heritage is rooted in the development of those resources. While 
perhaps not as central as it once was, responsible resource development remains a leg without which our economic 
table becomes shaky. The crux, of course, comes in defining what constitutes responsible development. 


Let me give you an example of the potential for responsible resource development. Montana has an unparalleled 
economic opportunity as a result of the Crown Butte mine buyout several years ago. You will recall President 
Clinton struck a deal to prevent development of a mine on the northern edge of Yellowstone Park. 


As part of that buyout, I insisted on - and the President eventually agreed to - providing funds for the maintenance 
of the Beartooth Highway, and the transfer of other federal mineral rights to compensate the people of Montana for 
the foregone economic opportunity of developing the mine at Crown Butte. 


The federal land managers here on the ground identified there tracts of coal land for exchange. These land 
managers, the people who know the resource the best, said these tracts had the greatest potential for development 
with the least likelihood for environmental impact. 


The economic potential from developing these tracts, if they could pass muster under our stringent environmental 
laws, is truly staggering. Independent economic analysis indicates developing these tracts would create thousands 
of good paying jobs and return hundreds of millions to the coal tax trust over the next several decades. 


To be sure, this isn't a done deal. Perhaps development on these tracts would not pass environmental muster. 
Perhaps the market for supercompliant coal is not as strong as the forecasters predict. 


Unfortunately, we may never have a chance to find out. The President apparently has decided to renege on his side 
of the deal. His most recent budget repeals the mineral rights transfer language. I will do everything I can to block 
this repeal, but I urge the Legislature to encourage Governor Racicot and Secretary Babbitt to complete the transfer 
before the end of the federal fiscal year. 


In my mind, the fourth and final leg of the economic table is high tech. That is not as far fetched as it may initially 
sound. And it's not just big projects like the Venture Star, although I do want to commend the Governor and the 
Legislature for taking steps to remove possible impediments to this project. In addition, Montana's high tech future 
depends upon dozens of smaller research endeavors, many of them already bubbling inside our universities. 


When I visit with my friends from the university system, I remind them that, as publicly funded institutions, they 
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have a responsibility to direct at least some portion of their research efforts into projects that have the near term 
potential of enhancing job creation. They know they will have a better chance of receiving my support for federal 
funding if they can demonstrate that potential. But I can also tell you, if researchers don't have support at the state 
level, federal support becomes immeasurably more difficult. 


I served for several years on the Montana Science and Technology Alliance. I know that not every research project 
results in a technology transferable to the private sector for job creation. And I know that not every technology 
transfer ultimately results in development of a viable business that actually results in new good paying jobs. But, 
I also know that if we don't do the research, we certainly won't be able to create high tech jobs. 


Let me take just a few more minutes to talk about three major issues that we all must wrestle with in the months 
ahead - you here in Helena, as well as those of us detailed to Washington, D.C. One of those issues is a problem 
almost none of us saw coming: the politics of budget surpluses. 


When I first decided to run for the Congress, I said our biggest challenge was finding a way to balance the budget 
and begin reducing the deficit. When I first got to Congress, all the debate centered on whether we ought to try to 
balance the budget in seven years, or should we take a little longer. Two short years later, the federal budget shows 
a surplus - at least temporarily. 


The politics of the budget surplus are instructive. When we were facing hundred million deficits for as far as the 
eye could see, no one wanted to accept the responsibility. Now that we have the first surplus in recent memory, 
everyone is ready to claim credit. 


President Clinton says it was his "revenue enhancement" proposals adopted by the Democratic Congress in 1993 that 
caused the surplus. My Republican colleagues in Congress say no, it was their fiscal responsibility in holding down 
spending. 


In truth, neither had very much to do with it. In truth, we have a federal budget surplus today because of the 
ingenuity and hard work of American people. We have a budget surplus today largely because the American 
economy grew faster, stronger and longer than anyone forecast. The surest way to continue the federal budget 
surplus is for Congress to stay out of the way of American entrepreneurship. 


How we deal with the surplus will be just as instructive. I read a recent report from the Joint Economic Committee 
that looked at the 108 times we have actually run a federal budget surplus in our nation's history. The news is not 
encouraging. 


The average duration of federal surpluses in this century has been 18 months. No federal budget surplus since World 
War II has lasted more than 3 years. As the report put it, "If a surge in tax revenues is not returned to the taxpayers, 
the tendency of the government will be to dissipate it on increased spending." It seems we just can't stand to have 
any extra money burning a hole in our collective pockets. 


In 1998, federal government spending passed the $2 trillion mark for the first time, and federal tax collections grew 
twice as fast as the economy as a whole. The federal government collected $300 billion more in taxes in 1998 than 
it did in 1996 - not $300 billion total, $300 billion more. As my friend Congressman Cox points out, that's enough 
to pay for a second Department of Defense, with three new NASA's to spare. 


Today the combined tax bite of government at all levels - local, state and national - is close to 40 percent - higher 


than it has been at any time in our history except during World War II. Last September, the Congressional Policy 
Advisory Board - a who's who of Nobel prize winners, economists and academics from across the political spectrum 
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- advised us that we cannot expect to sustain long run economic growth in the face of such a high combined tax 
burden. They told us the only way to lock in economic prosperity was through growth enhancing tax rate reductions. 


But quite frankly, at least for me, the economic argument for tax cuts pales beside the moral argument. The question 
is: whose money is it? Is the surplus the government's money, for us to decide how much to spend and how much 
to give back? Or is it the people's money? 


Several years ago, when Governor Racicot was asked to explain why he wanted to provide a tax rebate, he said, 
"Because the Montana taxpayer never told us to keep the change." That's a great line. I have unabashedly borrowed 
it for my own use. 


Because whether the source of the surplus is better than expected tax collections, or revenues off the sale of the 
Montana Power generating assets, or tobacco settlement dollars, Governor Racicot was right then, and the same 
viewpoint is right now. 


It is not the government's money. It's the people's money. And they never told us to keep the change. 


Having said that, let me also say there are some things on which the public expects us to spend their hard earned 
dollars, and one of those is good quality public education. 


I believe every child in Montana has the right to a quality education. On that score, we Montanans can be proud 
of our public schools. Our schools rank right around the national average on per pupil expenditure and classroom 
size. Our students do well when it comes to most measures of educational success. 


No one in this chamber is more ready than I am to spend whatever it takes to ensure Montana kids receive a world 
class public education, so long as we spend those dollars effectively. 


That's why I supported, and continue to support, the Dollars to the Classroom Act. The principle behind this 
legislation is a simple one: it says let's make sure that 90% of every federal dollar we spend on education, we spend 
in public grade school and high school classrooms. 


I trust Montana educators - teachers and principals and local school boards - to know what is best for Montana kids. 
I have a big map of Montana on the wall in my office. When Montana educators stop by, I'll sometimes ask them 
to point out Culbertson, or Plevna, or Hot Springs. Almost invariably, they get it right. 


But when I ask the same question of one of the so-called experts at the Department of Education, all I get back is 
a blank stare. And my question for them is this: If you can't even tell me where Culbertson is, why should I trust 
you to tell me what is best for Culbertson schools? 


In his State of the Union speech a couple of weeks ago, President Clinton offered several new education initiatives. 
I am prepared to consider some of them. But not until we fully fund the educational mandates we already have in 
place. 


I.D. E. A. is a good example. The last Congress preauthorized this program for specially challenged kids. We 
thought in doing so we reduced the regulatory burden on our schools. That's not how the Clinton administration 


interpreted our actions. Their rules place additional financial stress on our local districts. 


I intend to fight in this Congress for full funding for I. D. E. A. As soon as the President and the Congress fully 
fund existing mandates, and as soon as we make sure we are getting the dollars we already spend into the classroom 
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where we can actually use them to teach our children, then I'll be prepared to talk about the President's new 
proposals. 


I believe we need to continually look for ways to maintain, and improve on, our educational edge. We need to look 
for ways to expand parental involvement in their children's education. And we need to look for ways to ensure we 
get the biggest bang for our education dollar. 


In my opinion, one of the best ways to improve Montana education, and one of the best ways to expand parental 
involvement, is for you to authorize charter public schools. 


Open the public school system to choice and competition. Give parents the freedom to send their children to the 
public school they choose. Eliminate burdensome state regulations. Allow parents and teachers and local 
communities to develop innovative ways of delivering more services for the dollar, then hold them accountable. 


Some opponents of charter schools worry that passage of legislation will divert scarce resources away from 
education. This debate isn't about how much we spend on schools. The question is how we spend it. I firmly 
believe the closer to the family we can push the decision making, the more dynamic and more responsive our schools 
will be. 


Thirty-four states have adopted some form of charter school legislation. I urge my friends in the Montana 
Legislature to do the same. 


Finally, I want to talk about retirement security - saving Social Security now. Our Social Security system faces an 
unfunded liability of $13 trillion. By most estimates, the system that millions of Americans depend upon for 
economic security in their golden years will start to go broke in the next couple of decades. 


For those of you who participated in the debates about Workers Comp in 1993 and 1995, that phrase - unfunded 
liability - ought to bring a sense of deja vu all over again. The steps we need to take to repair our Social Security 
system are substantially different than what we needed to do to fix Workers Comp., But, I think the process in the 
same. 


Workers Comp is truly one of the public policy success stories in Montana. Sometimes it seems like the legislative 
process is only equipped to handle the problems that are so big we can't afford not to fix them. We fixed Workers 
Comp because we had to. 


We fixed Workers Comp by working together - Governor Racicot, the staff at the State Fund, private sector 
participants and legislators on both sides of the aisle. And, if you will indulge me, I am proud of whatever small 
part I may have played as volunteer chairman of Workers Comp during those years. 


What I learned from my experience at Workers Comp is that the best policy solutions require neither liberals nor 
conservatives, neither Democrats nor Republicans, to abandon their principles. Rather, the best policy solutions 
vindicate our shared principles. 

If we continue to frame our debates in the same old terms, that will be the result: more debate, more differences. 


Instead let's reframe the debate. Let's look for principles we can all agree upon, and then let's act on those 
principles. I suggest that is not as monumental task as it may seem. 


Although I often think you do it more effectively and with much less gnashing of teeth, there really isn't all that 
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much difference between what you do here in this chamber and what we do in the Congress. 


Much of what I know about the legislative process, I learned here. Or perhaps more accurately, much of what I 
know about the legislative process, you taught me here. And, for every day I participate, I gain a new found respect 
for the process and a better appreciation for what you do in it. 


For better or for worse, I'm the only Congressman you have, at least for the next couple of years. Please know that 
I stand ready to do whatever I can to assist you any way you think I can.

(4) It is the policy of the State that financial burdens imposed on the State by cigarette smoking be borne 
by tobacco product manufacturers rather than by the State to the extent that such manufacturers either determine to 
enter into a settlement with the State or are found culpable by the courts. 

(5) On November 23, 1998, leading United States tobacco product manufacturers entered into a settlement 
agreement, entitled the “Master Settlement Agreement,” with the State. The Master Settlement Agreement obligates 
these manufacturers, in return for a release of past, present and certain future claims against them as described 
therein, to pay substantial sums to the State (tied in part to their volume of sales); to fund a national foundation 
devoted to the interests of public health; and to make substantial changes in their advertising and marketing practices 
and corporate culture, with the intention of reducing underage smoking. 

(6) It would be contrary to the policy of the State if tobacco product manufacturers who determine not to 
enter into such a settlement could use a resulting cost advantage to derive large, short-term profits in the years before 
liability may arise without ensuring that the State will have an eventual source of recovery from them if they are 
proven to have acted culpably. It is thus in the interest of the State to require that such manufacturers establish a 
reserve fund to guarantee a source of compensation and to prevent such manufacturers from deriving large, short- 
term profits and then becoming judgment-proof before liability may arise."

(4) “Cigarette” means any product that contains nicotine, is intended to be burned or heated under ordinary 
conditions of use, and consists of or contains (a) any roll of tobacco wrapped in paper or in any substance not 
containing tobacco; or (b) tobacco, in any form, that is functional in the product, which, because of its appearance, 
the type of tobacco used in the filler, or its packaging and labeling, is likely to be offered to, or purchased by, 
consumers as a cigarette; or (c) any roll of tobacco wrapped in any substance containing tobacco which, because of 
its appearance, the type of tobacco used in the filler, or its packaging and labeling, is likely to be offered to, or 
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purchased by, consumers as a cigarette described in clause (a) of this definition. The term “cigarette” includes “roll- 
your-own” (i.e., any tobacco which, because of its appearance, type, packaging, or labeling is suitable for use and 
likely to be offered to, or purchased by, consumers as tobacco for making cigarettes). For purposes of this definition 
of “cigarette,” 0.09 ounces of “roll-your-own” tobacco shall constitute one individual “cigarette.” 

(5) “Master Settlement Agreement” means the settlement agreement (and related documents) entered into 
on November 23, 1998 by the State and leading United States tobacco product manufacturers. 

(6) “Qualified escrow fund” means an escrow arrangement with a federally or State chartered financial 
institution having no affiliation with any tobacco product manufacturer and having assets of at least $1,000,000,000 
where such arrangement requires that such financial institution hold the escrowed funds’ principal for the benefit of 
releasing parties and prohibits the tobacco product manufacturer placing the funds into escrow from using, accessing 
or directing the use of the funds’ principal except as consistent with [section 3(2)] of this Act.

the provisions of subsections II(mm) of the Master Settlement Agreement and that pays the taxes specified in 
subsection II(z) of the Master Settlement Agreement, and provided that the manufacturer of such cigarettes does not 
market or advertise such cigarettes in the United States); 

(b) is the first purchaser anywhere for resale in the United States of cigarettes manufactured anywhere that 
the manufacturer does not intend to be sold in the United States; or 

(c) becomes a successor of an entity described in paragraph (a) or (b). 

The term “Tobacco Product Manufacturer” shall not include an affiliate of a tobacco product manufacturer unless 
such affiliate itself falls within any of paragraphs (a) - (c) above. 

(10) “Units sold” means the number of individual cigarettes sold in the State by the applicable tobacco 
product manufacturer (whether directly or through a distributor, retailer or similar intermediary or intermediaries) 
during the year in question, as measured by excise taxes collected by the State on packs (or “roll-your-own” tobacco 
containers) bearing the excise tax stamp of the State. The department of revenue shall promulgate such regulations 
as are necessary to ascertain the amount of State excise tax paid on the cigarettes of such tobacco product 
manufacturer for each year."

President Crippen introduced Montana's senior U.S.Senator, the Honorable Max Baucus, who then gave the 
following address: 


Speaker Mercer, President Crippen, Minority Leader Doherty, Minority Leader Swanson and members of the 56th 
Legislative Assembly, good afternoon. Thank you for once again welcoming me home to this chamber. It is indeed 
a great privilege to be here today to share with you some of my thoughts about the challenges faced by our state and 
our nation. 

I am blessed to have many friends in this chamber on both sides of the aisle. Some of whom I served with when 
I was in the legislature, like Red Menahan, Joe Quilici and J.D. Lynch. And many others of you with whom I’ve 
worked side-by-side with over the past 20 years. Folks like Dorothy Eck, Chase Hibbard, Carolyn Squires and Tom 
Zook. For many, due to term limits, this will be your last session in this body. 


So let me take this opportunity, on behalf of a grateful state, to thank those of you who will not be returning to the 
Legislature for your service, for your leadership, and for your friendship. 


Even after all these years, I walk up the Capitol steps to work for you in the United States Senate and I am awed by 
the trust Montanans have bestowed on me. I believe public office is a sacred trust to put partisanship and division 


aside and work for the good of our state and our nation. I’m sure you feel the same way. 


Sure, my job, a lot like yours does, has its difficulties, its frustrations. You might even say its trials and tribulations. 
But I get my energy for the job from Montana. For every time I get off the plane, I realize Iam home. Truly home. 


There is a sense of place here in our state -- a sense of belonging -- that is distinct and powerful. It binds us together 
as a community and gives our lives strength and meaning. 


By the time I get back on the plane to head off to Washington, I am re-charged and ready to tackle the challenges 
that face us as a people. I’m sure you all feel the same way about your transmittal break. 


There is much we have accomplished -- and much yet to do. Important things: 


Bringing opportunities for prosperity to our rural communities -- so that the economic boom is felt not just on Wall 
Street, but on Main Street. 


Working to simplify the tax code to help small businesses and working families get ahead. 
Expanding access to health care, especially for children whose parents work hard but can’t afford adequate coverage. 


And protecting the natural heritage of hunting, fishing and outdoor recreation that makes Montana, truly, the last 
best place. 


There is much to do on a range of issues. And today I believe there is one challenge that is so important to the future 
of our state that it calls for us to make a special effort to work with courage, creativity, and cooperation. 


This is about making a difference in the lives of our children, about preparing the next generation for the unique 
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challenges of a new century, and about leaving a meaningful legacy for future generations. 
My friends, the time has come to bring the promise of a world-class education to every Montanan. 
Some of my most vivid memories of youth are about my teachers. 


I went to kindergarten right here in Helena, in the basement of the First Christian Church. I was lucky enough to 
be taught by Mrs. Foote - a wonderful, kind woman who got me off to a good start and made sure that I understood 
the value of hard work. 


As a five year old, I wasn’t great at keeping in touch with people. I lost track of Mrs. Foote, but never forgot her 
- or the important lessons she taught me. 


Now as most of you know, every month or so I work in a different job right here at home. Some days I stock 
shelves, other days I work on a construction crew, and just this last Monday I worked at a children’s health clinic 
in Kalispell. I love it. 


A couple of years ago, I was working with the meals on wheels program -- serving seniors who have difficulty 
getting around. It was lunchtime and I carried my tray to a door and knocked confidently. A little voice from inside 
told me to come in and so I pushed on the door and walked inside. 


There, seated at the kitchen table was a woman I knew I recognized. We chatted for a moment and I asked her if 
she had taught kindergarten. She answered that she had. I then asked her if there was any chance she had taught 
in the basement of the First Christian Church at the corner of Benton and Power. She replied that she had. It was 
Mrs. Foote. 


Seeing her again, even after so many years, brought back warm memories of my first year in school. We got to 
visiting a while and she showed me an article about her career that appeared in the Great Falls Tribune that 
confirmed to me what I guess I had known all along. Mrs. Foote was a special teacher. You see she had not one, 
but two masters degrees. One in art history and one in English literature. And with that knowledge she chose to 
teach kindergarten, my kindergarten. I was lucky to have Mrs. Foote is my life. Today, let us commit ourselves 
to ensuring that every child of Montana has a Mrs. Foote in their lives. 


With us here today is another Mrs. Foote, Mrs. Lindberg and her kindergarten class from Jefferson Elementary 
School. Let’s thank them for joining us and reminding us of how truly precious our future is. 


These great leaders of tomorrow’s Montana are getting an early start because our predecessors in this chamber had 
the foresight and wisdom to pass a law exactly 100 years ago, in 1899, establishing public kindergartens in Montana. 
Let’s mark this anniversary by rededicating ourselves to Montana’s children. 


In just a few years, we will commemorate the journey of Meriwether Lewis and William Clark. We will talk of their 
courage and daring. Of their deeds then and their legacy today. 


Thomas Jefferson called them and their men the Corps of Discovery. I believe he chose this name because for 
Jefferson this was a journey -- certainly to expand the frontiers of America -- but more importantly to expand the 


frontiers of our knowledge. 


Lewis and Clark failed to find the River of the West connecting us to the Pacific. But, though they might not have 
realized it, they found something much more important - the land under their very feet. For in the generations after 
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they passed through here, this land became a home of opportunity. 


Wagon train after wagon train they came - looking for a better future. They didn’t find an easy life, but they didn’t 
come here for that. All they wanted was a chance to succeed. 


Back then that chance to succeed was found in the land itself - in the gold and silver, the "Oro y Plata". But today 
our world has changed. A strong back is no longer a ticket to success. Today, for Montanans to have a chance to 
succeed, we need a flexible mind. 


As Lewis and Clark set out to map a new territory, we are about to set out to map a new century. A new century 
of a global marketplace, information technology that connects us to the entire world, and a new economy where 
innovation is the engine of prosperity. 


To find our way in this new century, we need new thinking on how to help Montanans have a chance at success. 
That’s why today I am announcing the “Corps of Discovery” agenda -- a comprehensive package of education 
initiatives that will educate our kids for tomorrow’s jobs, provide classrooms equipped for the 21st century, and 


improve access to higher education for every Montanan. 


This new “Corps of Discovery” will give our children the core knowledge they need to compete and win in the next 
century. 


Now before I tell you any more about what the “Corps of Discovery” agenda is, let me clearly tell you what it is 
not. Itis not atop-down, Washington-centered, big-government solution to all our problems. Education is a national 
concern, but that doesn’t mean that the federal government has all the answers. 

This Congress must re-authorize the single largest piece of education funding legislation in our nation -- The 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act. And while I am a strong supporter of the bill, I believe that some of the 


federal mandates in it have become burdensome on local teachers and educators. 


That’s why I will work hard to build more flexibility into this bill and make sure it provides the kind of support our 
kids deserve. 


Rules that make sense in Manhattan, New York don’t necessarily work in Manhattan, Montana — and we shouldn’t 
pretend that they do. 


That’s why my new “Corps of Discovery” agenda is built on solutions that are truly made in Montana -- solutions 
that meet the special needs of rural states. 


I’m confident we have the tools we need to succeed. Right here at home. But we all know that tools that are rusting 
in the shed are useless. We need to get the tools out of the shed, shine ‘em up and put them to work for our kids. 


So what is the “Corps of Discovery?” 


It starts with preparing our kids for the jobs of tomorrow. That means connecting them to the endless possibilities 
technology has to offer. 


The Internet holds the promise of giving every child in every small town in Montana the access to the same universe 
of knowledge. Imagine a young boy in Columbia Falls who can read the great books in the Library of Congress. 
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A young girl in Hamilton who can look at every painting in the National Gallery of Art. We can make their horizons 
so large that the skies of the Great Plains will seem cramped in comparison. 


That’s why I’m fighting for the “e-rate” - which gives deep discounts on Internet access to Montana's schools. 


And that’s why I will continue to make sure every school in Montana has computer access for its students. As you 
know, the federal government provides surplus computers to schools. Through that program alone we’ve delivered 
over 300 computers to Montana schools. 


Early on in the program I was able to get about 150 computers from the Minerals Management Service. I was 
thrilled. The problem was, the computers were in Denver, and the kids who needed them were here. That’s where 
Ray Kuntz came in. 


Ray offered the services of his company, Watkins-Shepard Trucking, and they shipped every last one of those 
computers to Montana. Ray is with us today and is an example of the kind of public-private partnership that means 
so much to our communities. Thank you Ray. 


I’m encouraged to hear this legislature is considering a similar program in the state. If Lewis and Clark could cross 
the Continental Divide, we can conquer the digital divide. 


The second part of the “Corps of Discovery” agenda is providing classrooms equipped for the 21st century. Because 
all the wonderful technology in the world is useless if our classrooms aren’t modern enough to support it. 


Think of this beautiful and historic capitol building - only a few years away from celebrating its one hundredth 
birthday. It has grown and expanded over the years, now it is being renovated. I applaud all this. And I’m sure 
you'll agree that our children’s schools deserve the same. 


That’s why I’m proud to sponsor the Public Schools Excellence Act to provide $23 billion in bonding authority to 
help local communities rebuild and modernize our schools. 


Unfortunately, this good bill leaves out the12,000 Montana kids who live on federal lands. So today I’m announcing 
that I will introduce a bill that includes $34 million in aid to Montana so that these children don’t get left behind. 


But even the best classrooms and computers aren’t as important as high-quality teachers. 


That’s why I have co-sponsored legislation to recruit, retain, and train a whole new generation of bright and energetic 
teachers. A new generation of Mrs. Footes. 


Kids can’t learn - and parents can’t get much work done - when they have to worry about school violence. Sadly, 
we in Montana are no longer immune from this problem. We must honor those we have lost, like Jeremy Bullock 
in Butte, by committing to each other that it will never happen again. That’s why the “Corps of Discovery” plan 
calls for 10,000 new, qualified counselors in America’s schools to give our kids the guidance they need. 


And that’s why I am pleased to report to you a $350,000 grant to the University of Montana to help train teachers 
to deal with school violence. 


The third part of the “Corps of Discovery” agenda is improving access to higher education for all Montanans. 
Because in an age when technology and innovation leap past science fiction, a high school diploma just isn’t enough. 
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The great journey of discovery must continue at every tribal college, every college of technology, every community 
college and on each of our university campuses. 


Over the past couple of years the Congress has made meaningful, bi-partisan, changes that help Montana families 
send their kids to college. 


We’ ve adopted the Hope Scholarship, a $1500 tax credit for post-secondary education. In the very first year of this 
program 15,000 Montana families were eligible for savings totaling $22.5 million. 


We established the Lifetime Learning which helps put lifetime learning in reach for every Montana family by 
providing an additional tax credit for students of all ages who go back to school to improve their job skills. 


And do you know how many Montana students use Pell Grants and student loans to at least partially fund their 
education? 80%. Let me repeat that. 80% of Montana students use Pell Grants or student loans to go to college. 


Now I believe that there is no such thing as a free lunch. I don’t believe in hand-outs or in something for nothing. 
But when young Montanans have worked hard and stayed straight, they shouldn’t be denied a college education just 
because their parents can’t afford it. That’s not the America that we believe in. 


That’s why my “Corps of Discovery” plan includes legislation to increase the amount of the Hope Scholarship, to 
extend the Lifetime Learning Credit to include employer contributions. And I’ll push to fully fund Pell Grant and 
student loan programs -- to throw open the doors of college to every student who needs our help. 


And, after students have walked through those doors and finished college, we should not turn our backs on them. 
Too often, graduates are saddled with years of student loan debts that keep them from following their dreams. 


That’s why my “Corps of Discovery” plan makes every cent of interest on student loans tax deductible. Hard 
working graduates paying off their loans should not have to worry about another bill from the IRS. 


Together, these programs have already helped literally tens of thousands of Montanans pursue an advanced degree. 
The future of this new generation is in our hands. We are the stewards of their future. We can not let them down. 


Educating our kids for the jobs of tomorrow. Giving our kids a better learning environment. Improving higher 
education for Montana families. And maintaining local control over education decisions. 


That’s my “Corps of Discovery” agenda — its new, its different, but it will work. The world is changing every day. 
And yet in other ways, more important ways, it is the same. 


We are still Americans. We are still Montanans -- part of a community in which we are responsible for ourselves 
and each other. A community of people who share rights and freedoms that bind us together and make the value of 
our whole greater than the sum of our parts. 


When Thomas Jefferson sent Lewis and Clark out on their voyage two centuries ago he dreamt of what he called 
“an Empire of Liberty.” Today, let’s carry his vision into a new century and give our children the liberty to live 
out their own dreams and chart their own voyage of discovery. 


So as we go from here toward a new millennium, let us remember....each one of us, as Montanans and as 


Americans....that the future is in our hands....and ours alone. Our actions will determine the course of a new 
century. That is the beauty of democracy. 
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Let us set forth and greet the new century committed as a people, one people, to work together. To create a place 
where quality educational opportunity for every Montanan is guaranteed; a place where the agricultural economy 
that is so much a part of our way of life can again thrive; a place where tensions over natural resource issues fade 
away; 

and a place where every hard working Montana family can have a piece of the American dream. 

God bless you and God bless Montana.

Speaker Mercer introduced President Crippen and yielded the chair to him. 
Senate Majority Whip Thomas moved that the body resolve itself into a joint session for the purpose of receiving 
the State of the Law Address from the Honorable Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the State of Montana. 
Motion carried. 
The Flag was presented by the Montana State Prison Honor Guard, followed by the Pledge of Allegiance. Members 
of the Honor Guard were Jim Dauenhauer, Commander, Michele Lehner, Robert Lehner and Tom Malcomb. 
Invocation was given by Reverend Keith Johnson. 
Senate Majority Whip Thomas moved that the president be authorized to appoint a committee to notify the Honorable 
Chief Justice and Justices of the Supreme Court of the State of Montana that we are in joint session and ready to 
receive the State of the Law Address. Motion carried. 
President Crippen appointed Senator Grosfield, Senator Bishop, Senator Bartlett, Senator Halligan, Representative 
R. Clark and Representative Wyatt and discharged them to escort the Honorable Chief Justice and Justices to the 
House Chamber. 
The committee escorted the Honorable Chief Justice and Justices of the Supreme Court into the chambers. 
President Crippen introduced The Honorable Jean A. Turnage, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Montana and also introduced The Honorable Justices, Karla M. Gray, James M. Regnier, W. William Leaphart, 
James C. Nelson, William E. Hunt, SR., and Terry Trieweiler. 


The Honorable Jean A. Turnage, Chief Justice gave the following State of the Law Address: 


Speaker Mercer, President Crippen, leaders of the Democrat and Republican parties of the House and Senate, 
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members and staff of the 56th Legislature, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen: 


Thank you very much for the privilege to address this joint session of the 56th Legislative Assembly. I appreciate 
having this opportunity to share with you some highlights of Montana's judiciary--its workload, accomplishments 
and concerns. We take pride in our accomplishments this past biennium and look forward to continued 
achievements in the years ahead--in many of which you will have a part in setting the course and direction in your 
deliberations this session. 


I know you can hardly wait to hear about the judicial statistics; however, unless you have some information about 
where we have been, you will not appreciate where we should be going. 


My report on statistics will probably remind you of the two parishioners in the small country church in Missouri. 
They had just listened to the preacher deliver a lengthy sermon. One parishioner asked the other what he thought 
of the sermon. His friend replied, "It was the truth poorly told." 


As you know, Montana's court system is comprised of three constitutionally-required levels. Today, I would like 
to take a few minutes to speak about the courts comprising each level. 


The Justice of the Peace Courts, City Courts and Municipal Courts, known as courts of limited jurisdiction, are most 
likely the courts with which Montana's citizens will have contact. These "people's courts" have jurisdiction over 
traffic offenses, small claims, and misdemeanor criminal offenses. 


Currently, sixty-two men and forty-seven women serve as justices and judges of the courts of limited jurisdiction. 
Much like yours, their backgrounds are diverse--a few are attorneys, but others have many varied occupations. 
Some serve full time and some part time. All, however, share a commitment and dedication to performing their 
duties diligently, fairly and without preconceptions and prejudice. In 1998, 302,221 cases were filed in the courts 
of limited jurisdiction across the state. Obviously, we are fortunate to have hardworking and devoted justices and 
judges at this level to keep abreast with such busy and ever-increasing work loads. 


The second level of courts are Montana's District Courts. There are twenty-one judicial districts in the state, and 
the total number of judges sitting in these districts is thirty-seven. District Courts are courts of general jurisdiction-- 
they handle criminal cases, dissolutions of marriage, property and contract disputes, probates and estates, and other 
filings as well as appeals from the courts of limited jurisdiction. 


Montana is fortunate to have a long-serving, dedicated, highly-professional district court bench. The men and 
women serving as district judges are regularly confronted with complicated issues and difficult decisions in our ever- 
changing society. Their experience and knowledge acquired over the years, as well as their integrity and devotion 
to their duties, serve all Montanans well. 


In 1998, there were approximately 34,669 filings in the State's district courts. The number of cases filed continue 
to rise year after year, and there has not been an increase in the number of district judges serving the state since 
1991. You have an opportunity to help us out in this regard--but more about that later. 


The legislature has also created two other courts--the Workers' Compensation Court and the Water Court. Although 
not courts created by the Constitution, these courts perform very important functions for the people of Montana. 


Finally, the next level of court in our judicial system is the Supreme Court. By law, the Montana Supreme Court 
must accept jurisdiction over all appeals taken from judgments entered in the district courts. It has no discretion in 
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deciding which appeals to accept and consider. The Supreme Court also must review applications and petitions to 
the Court seeking its original jurisdiction--supervisory control, habeas corpus and declaratory judgment, to name a 
few. In 1998, 731 new cases were filed with the Supreme Court. In addition, the Court must address thousands 
of motions each year--some of which are relatively minor, such as a motion for an extension of time to file a brief, 
but some of which are extremely important, such as staying the execution of a death sentence. All, however, require 
the time and careful attention of the Court. 


In addition to its duties in addressing the cases before it, the Supreme Court is also given, under Article VII, Section 
2(3) of the Montana Constitution, the duty to "make rules governing appellate procedure, practice and procedure for 
all other courts, admission to the bar and the conduct of its members." In this regard, the Court has various boards, 
commissions and other entities whose work is vital, not only to the smooth operation of the judiciary, but to all 
Montana citizens. 


The disciplinary responsibilities of the Supreme Court are initially handled by the Commission on Practice and the 
Judicial Standards Commission. These commissions are the avenues for our citizens to file ethical grievances against 
attorneys and judges. In the last two years, the Supreme Court and Commission on Practice have disciplined fifty- 
seven attorneys, four of whom were disbarred from the practice of law. 


The Commission on Courts of Limited Jurisdiction planned and conducted two mandatory training conferences for 
Justices of the Peace, City Court Judges and Municipal Court Judges in the past year which totaled over 42 hours 
of education. Each of the newly-elected and re-elected judges of courts of limited jurisdiction was required to attend 
the fall certification conference which includes a proficiency test on detailed law-related questions which each judge 
must pass for certification. 


The Court's advisory commissions on rules of appellate and civil procedure, rules of evidence, and criminal and civil 
jury instruction guidelines are also permanent commissions which periodically recommend to the Court for its 
consideration proposed changes to the rules of procedure under which our entire court system operates. 


In addition to permanent committees, since I last addressed you the Supreme Court has appointed and received 
recommendations from three specially-created committees. 


An advisory commission on rules for admission to the bar of Montana was appointed to study bar admission 
requirements in the state. Following the commission's recommendations to the Court and a public comment period, 
the Supreme Court adopted significant changes in its procedures and rules for admission to the Montana Bar--the 
most noteworthy of which is the elimination of any waiver provisions within the rules, thereby making the passing 
of the Montana bar examination mandatory for anyone wishing to practice law in the state. 


A second study committee appointed by the Court was charged with the task of developing and recommending to 
the Supreme Court standards regarding the competency of counsel appointed to represent indigent persons in capital 
cases, both at the trial and appellate levels. This committee, comprised of one district judge, two prosecuting 
attorneys and two defense attorneys, submitted its Proposed Competency Standards to the Court in November, and 
a public comment period on the proposals is now being allowed. The Court anticipates that these standards, if 
adopted, will result in more effective representation for the accused in death penalty cases, in long-term savings in 
the costs of prosecution and defense of capital cases, and in more efficient and economic uses of the scarce and 
overburdened resources of the courts and the criminal justice system. 


Since the last biennial report, the Supreme Court created a commission to make recommendations concerning an 


intermediate appellate court. The commission recognized the need for some form of intermediate appellate 
procedures. The Supreme Court has recommended the introduction of Senate Bill 443 which I will mention further 
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in this report. 


The Office of the Supreme Court Administrator has under its direction other programs designed to promote the 
efficient administration of certain areas of the judiciary. 


Automation of the Montana court system has taken a much needed step forward. All fifty-six district courts have 
been provided hardware and software to automate case management. In 1998, 98 of the 109 judges of the courts 
of limited jurisdiction were trained and equipped to operate their courts using case management software. The 
judiciary has joined a collaborative effort with executive branch agencies to integrate judicial information for 
increased public safety. This integration allows for faster and more accurate exchange of court case information with 
the Departments of Justice and Corrections. District court automation also has provided an expedient method of 
relaying child support orders in divorce actions to the Child Support Enforcement Division as mandated by statute. 


The Local Citizen Review Boards, a program statutorily assigned to the Judiciary, is currently active in three judicial 
districts within the state. The review boards are composed of volunteer citizens who review foster care placements 
made by the Department of Public Health and Human Services and make recommendations they believe will move 
these children to permanent placement as quickly as possible. Since the inception of this program, Missoula has 
recognized a 27 percent decrease in the number of youths in foster care. These boards have made and are continuing 
to make a difference in the lives of Montana's children with the involvement of their local communities. It is a most 
important program and critical to the lives of children in foster care. 


Another major program which is the responsibility of the Court is the Court Assessment Program, relating to 
children who are victims of abuse and neglect with a focus on safety, permanency and stability in those children's 
lives. This program proposed legislation to incorporate the federal requirements of the Adoption and Safe Families 
Act into state law. Another proposal was to include district court expenses in abuse and neglect cases as eligible for 
reimbursement from the present District Court Criminal Reimbursement Program. This is a very beneficial program 
for the safety and well-being of children. 


A very important program to all of the counties of Montana and the county taxpayers is the District Court Criminal 
Reimbursement Program. This program was enacted in the 1985 legislature, and in calendar year 1998 this program 
reimbursed the counties of Montana and the taxpayers therein in the total amount of $5,383,536 for criminal 
expenses incurred in the counties. 


The Supreme Court is also responsible for the administration of the legislatively-created Sentence Review Division, 
composed of three sitting district judges. The Sentence Review Division hears petitions of prisoners sentenced to 
the state prisons who ask for review of their sentences. The Division heard 127 cases in 1998 and it has authority 
to increase, decrease or, in certain circumstances, modify a prison commitment. 


In addition this year, the Montana Judges' Association, whose membership comprises the District Court Judges and 
Supreme Court Justices, has been actively working to increase the efficiency of the court system. The District Court 
Judges' Benchbook, used as a guidebook for procedures in the District Court, was updated and reprinted. This 
project, led by District Judge Thomas A. Olson of Bozeman, offers an inexpensive but effective way to encourage 
uniformity and consistency in district courts throughout the state. 


The full 1998 Annual Report of the Montana Judiciary will be furnished to you soon. 


I would like to thank those men and women who contribute their time, talent and professionalism to make the 
Supreme Court boards and commissions the vital, working, entities that are so necessary--not only to the bench and

bar, but, most importantly, to the people of this state. Many of the members of these essential commissions are 
attorneys who are unpaid and unrecognized for their generous contributions to the citizens of the state. Others are 
lay members who generously give of their time and talents. Montana's judiciary is extremely fortunate to have such 
giving, unselfish citizens to work for its betterment. They all deserve our gratitude and thanks. 


The continued effective administration of the many duties of Montana's judiciary, courts at all levels, would not be 
possible without the professional and dedicated service of all of the courts' personnel in all levels. The Supreme 
Court would not possibly be able to process the 731 cases filed in 1998 without the dedication and hard work of its 
limited number of staff personnel. 


I turn now to pending matters before you which can have a profound effect upon Montana's judiciary. 


It can be said that almost all of the bills that you consider and pass during the legislative sessions affect the judiciary. 
Why? Because it is the duty of the courts to enforce the statutes you enact. There are, however, certain legislative 
bills and resolutions that directly affect the well-being of Montana's judiciary, and I would like to take this 
opportunity to briefly address a few of them. 


There are two important bills in this legislature relating to the continued funding of our statewide court automation 
and case management system. I trust that you will agree that in 1999 and future years the judiciary could not 
function without an adequate and functioning computerized data base system for the courts. The present funding for 
the installation and continued maintenance and support of the system is based upon a five dollar charge on most court 
filings. House Bill 41 and House Bill 104 provide a continuation of this source of funding. Such funding is critical 
to the automation program and provides for the installation and maintenance of such services in all of the counties 
in the state without cost to the local taxpayers. The judicial automation system has solved in house the Y2K problem. 


Senate Bill 273 provides for a new judicial district and the addition of one judge, which district would be composed 
of the Counties of Big Horn, Carbon and Stillwater to be taken from the present Thirteenth Judicial District, 
Yellowstone County. The bill also provides for an additional district judge in the Eleventh Judicial District in 
Flathead County, and an additional district judge in the Twentieth Judicial District composed of Sanders and Lake 
County. There is no question but that the case load statistics support these additional judicial resources if timely 
and efficient administration of justice is to be continued in these areas. 


Senate Bill 60 provides for the district court judges to appoint standing masters with the approval of the county 
commissioners. The ever-increasing load of family law cases that require an inordinate amount of time of district 
judges require such improvement in our judicial system. Your support of this bill is important. 


Another very important bill to the judiciary is Senate Bill 443 that provides for the creation of an intermediate 
appellate court. The model of this bill is taken from the State of Nebraska. The ever-increasing appellate case load 
creates an excessive demand upon the time of the Court to process effectively large, complex and controversial cases 
of great consequence to the people of Montana. All cases require careful and deliberative processing by the Court. 
Most of our states provide for some form of intermediate appellate court panel. Montana needs such legislation. 
I urge that you carefully consider and support this proposal. 

A startling development throughout our court system is the huge increase in the number of pro se litigants. With the 
cuts in funding for legal services at the federal level, more and more citizens will be using our courts without the 
assistance of a lawyer. Legal service agencies have been nearly wiped out by budget cuts and restrictions adopted 
in Washington, D.C. For all practical purposes, legal services is now the responsibility of the states. 


Montana should give a helping hand to the many low income people who are standing alone in the dark at the bottom 
of the courthouse stairs. They must have access to justice. I urge you not to exclude them. Justice will come when 
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those of us who have never been injured, deprived or silenced become as committed and concerned as those who 
have. 


In considering the costs that may be involved in some of this legislation, I would like to comment that of the state's 
budget of an approximate 4.5 billion dollars for the biennium, the percentage of this amount for the judicial budget 
is .35 percent for the biennium--certainly not an excessive amount for a branch of Montana's government that is co- 
equal with the Legislative and Executive branches. 


Our civil courts underpin our economy and way of life. They mirror and help develop positive changes in the 
economic, technological, ideological and moral conditions of society. They yield benefits far greater than those 
accruing to the litigants alone. For example, landmark cases represent turning points in law and social attitudes. 
Nonlitigants order their affairs by the results of these cases. 


To those injured on the job or by a defective product, to victims of negligence, to those evicted unfairly, to defenders 
of our waterways against chemical dumping, to small businesses fending off monopolistic practices, to people with 
a grievance against their government, to abandoned children who need adoption or protective care, to farmers, 
ranchers and shop owners fighting to keep their properties and their doors open in difficult times, to those 
discriminated against on the basis of race, age, sex, religion, disability or other unlawful reasons, our civil courts 
represent the fulfillment of the basic need for fairness and justice. 


When a young mother goes into a busy court to obtain an order that will protect her and her children from an abusive 
mate, she doesn't distinguish between the law enacted by the legislature and the judge who administers it. In her 
view, it is one system. Either the law works and she is protected, or the law doesn't work and she and her children 
remain in danger. 


Montana's judiciary strives to deliver an independent justice system that carefully considers the rights and obligations 
of our citizens, and promptly renders impartial decisions free of outside influences or pressures. The system cannot 
survive without the trust and confidence of those its serves. 


Fourteen years have passed since I first spoke to this honorable assembly as the Chief Justice of the Montana 
Supreme Court. In those fourteen years, we all have seen much change. The public no longer must rely on the 
media for information--with a simple click of a mouse, Supreme Court opinions are available to any one connected 
to the Internet, as are all the bill drafts, amendments and enactments you must consider. The judiciary has done 
its best to keep pace in our ever-changing times. It needs your support to continue to do so. Your deliberations and 
actions in the next few weeks will set the course and direction for the future progress of the court system. 


On behalf of the Bar of Montana, it must be noted that without the members of the Bar, who deliver professional 
and competent services to the people of Montana, our Constitution, statutory law, and bills that you are presently 
passing, would not be implemented and enforced. The Constitution and statutory law of this State are not self- 
executing. The safeguards to the safety, liberties and property of our citizens would derive no benefit from our laws 
without competent, dedicated courts and members of the Bar that see to their fair and impartial implementation. 


This has been true since the Magna Carta of June 15, 1215--and notwithstanding some jests about lawyers. One I 
recall as a cartoon, which I believe would have been created about the year 1750, depicting the "lawsuit milk cow." 
In the cartoon there was a picture of a milk cow, the ownership of which was the subject of litigation between two 
farmers. One of the farmers had a rope around the cow's horns and was tugging on the rope in that direction, and 
the other farmer had the cow by the tail and was pulling her in that direction. Each farmer had an attorney, each 
of whom was sitting on a pile of law books on either side of the cow--vigorously milking her. 
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I know that for many of you, this will be your last session and, perhaps, the most difficult. Your years of service 
to the State of Montana and its citizens, and in particular your continued willingness to listen to and respond to our 


concerns during your terms, is appreciated. 


On a personal note, this will be the last time that I am privileged to deliver to a joint session of the House and Senate 
on behalf of Montana's judiciary a State of the Judiciary Address. 


I will not seek reelection in 2000 as Chief Justice of the Montana Supreme Court. 

Iam deeply appreciative and humbled by having been honored by the people of Montana for electing me to important 
public offices in all three branches of the government--Executive, Legislative, and Judicial-- since the June primary 
of 1952, forty-seven years ago. 

My public service commenced in 1944 when I enlisted in the Army Air Force. I was elected Lake County Attorney 
for five terms starting in 1952. In 1962 I was elected as State Representative and in 1964 as State Senator from Lake 
County, where I served for twenty years. In 1984 I was elected for an eight-year term as Chief Justice of the 
Montana Supreme Court and re-elected for an eight-year term in November 1992, which term ends in December 
2000. It is time to bring to closure the forty-eight years of public service I have been permitted to serve. It has been 
a great privilege and personal satisfaction to have served in public office all of these years. 

Thank you again for allowing me the opportunity of addressing you today. 

President Crippen thanked the Chief Justice for his speech and his many years of service to the people of Montana. 
The escort committee escorted The Honorable Jean A. Turnage and the Justices from the House Chambers. 


Sergeants-at-arms Cramer and Meuli escorted Governor Racicot and other dignitaries from the House Chambers. 


Senate Majority Whip Thomas moved that the joint session of the 56th Legislature, convened to receive the State 
of the Law Address, be adjourned. Motion carried. 


Joint session adjourned at 2:46 p.m.

Dear President Crippen and Speaker Mercer: 
In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 


hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 260, "AN ACT REDUCING THE TAXES ON LIGHT VEHICLES 
AND FLEET VEHICLES; PROVIDING THAT THE TAX RATE DECREASES AS THE STATEWIDE 
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VALUE OF LIGHT AND FLEET VEHICLES INCREASES; PROVIDING THAT THE AMOUNT OF 
MONEY DISTRIBUTED TO THE DISTRICT COURT FUND FROM LIGHT VEHICLE TAXES REMAIN 
UNCHANGED; CHANGING THE DISTRIBUTION FORMULA FOR MOTOR VEHICLE TAX 
COLLECTIONS; INCREASING THE PERMISSIBLE TAX RATE ALLOWED UNDER THE LOCAL 
OPTION VEHICLE TAX; REQUIRING A VOTE FOR IMPOSITION OF THE LOCAL OPTION VEHICLE 
TAX; AMENDING SECTIONS 20-9-141, 61-3-504, 61-3-509, AND 61-3-537, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
APPLICABILITY DATE" for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 260 contains a number of revisions and reductions to existing motor vehicle taxes. I support the intent 
of the bill. The bill was drafted and passed through both the Senate and House prior to the Montana Supreme 
Court's decision regarding the constitutional validity of CI-75. The Montana Supreme Court subsequently ruled that 
CI-75 was unconstitutional in its entirety. 


New Section 5 of Senate Bill 260 contains a coordination instruction providing that if CI-75 is declared invalid, then 
the tax rate for motor vehicles would drop to 1.3% rather than the bracketed 1.4% in subsection 3 of Section 2. I 
believe that immediately dropping the tax rate on motor vehicles to 1.3% would impose a significant hardship on 
local government due to lost revenues. I believe that it would be more appropriate to begin with the original 1.4% 
rate. Because subsection 3 of Section 2 contains a reverse index which will allow the tax rate to gradually fall, 
Montana taxpayers will continue to receive reductions in their motor vehicle taxes over the ensuing years. However, 
using the 1.4% rate as a baseline will allow local government more time to absorb the loss in revenue and make 
budgetary adjustments as a result. 


As a result of lowering the tax rate on vehicles, there will necessarily be a corresponding reduction in the funds 
available for certain special revenue accounts. Enactment of the bill in its current form would result in significant 
shortages in the special revenue accounts set aside for the 6 mill university levy and the 9 mill county public 
assistance fund. Due to the resulting loss of revenue, I believe that it is necessary to appropriate funds from the 
general fund for placement in special revenue accounts to insure that the special revenue accounts remain adequately 
funded. 


For the foregoing reasons, I believe that the original "New Section 5," which dealt with the Supreme Court's 
decision on CI-75 should be deleted in its entirety and replaced with a substitute section appropriating specific 
amounts for placement into the special revenue account set aside for the 6 mill University levy and the account for 
the 9 mill levy for counties opting for state assumption of public assistance responsibility. 


Senator Glaser, the bill's sponsor, is aware of the proposed amendments, which are attached, and he concurs with 
them.

BUILDING CODES; PROVIDING FOR STATEWIDE APPROVAL OF MODEL PLANS AND A 
CHECKLIST FOR THE EXAMINATION OF SINGLE-FAMILY DWELLING CONSTRUCTION PLANS; 
AND AMENDING SECTIONS 50-60-103, 50-60-106, 50-60-201, AND 50-60-301, MCA,” for the following 
reason. 


House Bill 245 includes a requirement that when a building contractor submits to the Department of Commerce or 
to local government a model construction plan and checklist for a single-family dwelling, the contractor must receive 
the permit or notice of disapproval within a certain time frame after submission of the completed checklist. The time 
frame that was included in the introduced version of House Bill 245 was five days. It was changed to ten days, to 
reflect a more realistic turnaround time. 


Although the ten day time frame was amended into the section that addressed the duties of counties and municipalities 
(section 6), it was inadvertently left out of the section that addressed the duties of the Department of Commerce

(d) the services included in furnishing to a person other services for the purpose of preventing, alleviating, 
curing, or healing illness, injury, or physical disability. 

(7) "Health care services agreement" means an agreement for health care services between a health 
maintenance organization and an enrollee. 

(8) "Health maintenance organization" means a person who provides or arranges for basic health care 
services to enrollees on a prepaid basis, either directly through provider employees or through contractual or other 
arrangements with a provider or a group of providers. This subsection does not limit methods of provider payments 
made by health maintenance organizations. 

(9) "Insurance producer" means an individual, partnership, or corporation appointed or authorized by a 
health maintenance organization to solicit applications for health care services agreements on its behalf.

(d) a health service corporation, as defined in 33-30-101;

(16) "Uncovered expenditures" mean the costs of health care services that are covered by a health 
maintenance organization and for which an enrollee is liable if the health maintenance organization becomes 
insolvent.""

(5) This section does not exempt a health maintenance organization from the prohibition of pecuniary 
interest under 33-3-308 or the material transaction disclosure requirements under 33-3-701 through 33-3-704. A 
health maintenance organization must be considered an insurer for the purposes of 33-3-308 and 33-3-701 through 
33-3-704. 

(6) This section does not exempt a health maintenance organization from: 

(a) prohibitions against interference with certain communications as provided under chapter 1, part 8; 

(b) the provisions of Title 33, chapter 22, part 19; 

(c) the requirements of 33-22-134 and 33-22-135; or 

(d) network adequacy and quality assurance requirements provided under chapter 36.

(3) In case of a vacancy, a replacement must be selected in the manner of the original appointment. 

(4) Legislative members are entitled to salary and expenses as provided in 5-2-302. 

(5) The public service commission, legislative services division, and appropriate state agencies shall provide 
staff assistance as requested by the committee. 

(6) Transition advisory committee members must be appointed within 60 days of May 2, 1997, to an initial 
term expiring on December 31, 1999. Subsequent terms must be for up to 2 years expiring on January | of odd- 
numbered years. 

(7) The voting members shall select a transition advisory committee presiding officer. 

(8) The transition advisory committee on electric utility industry restructuring must dissolve on the earlier 
of either the date that full transition to retail competition is completed or December 31, 2004. 

(9) The transition advisory committee shall provide an annual report on the status of electric utility 
restructuring on or before November | to the governor, the speaker of the house, the president of the senate, and 
the commission and shall provide quarterly interim summary reports to the members of the legislature through 
January 1, 1999. 

(10) The transition advisory committee shall meet at least quarterly or as often as is necessary to conduct 
its business. 

(11) The transition advisory committee shall analyze and report on the transition to effective competition 
in the competitive electricity supply market. The annual report made in the year 2000 must evaluate specifically the 
pilot programs for customers with loads under 1,000 kilowatts and must include legislative recommendations, if it 
appears appropriate, about the best means to further encourage the development of customer choice and meaningful 
market access for the benefit of smaller customers. The annual report for the year 2000 must also address the need, 
if any, for additional consumer protection including protection from abusive or anticompetitive practices. 

(12) The criteria that the transition advisory committee must use to evaluate effective competition in the 
electricity supply market include but are not limited to the following: 

(a) the level of demand for power supply choice and the availability of market prices for smaller customers; 

(b) the existence of sufficient markets and bargaining power to the benefit of smaller customers and the best 
means to encourage and support the development of sufficient markets; 

(c) the level of interest among electricity suppliers and the opportunity for electricity suppliers to serve 
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smaller customers; and 

(d) the existence of the requisite technical and administrative support that enables smaller customers to have 
choice of electricity supply. 

(13) The transition advisory committee shall recommend legislation if necessary to promote electric utility 
restructuring and retail choice of electricity suppliers. 

(14) The transition advisory committee shall make recommendations to the governor, regarding the 
implementation of statewide universal system benefits and universal energy assistance funds, in time to allow for 
those funds to be created on or before January 1, 1999. This may include recommendations regarding the assignment 
of an existing government agency or private, nonprofit entity as the fund administrator and administration guidelines 
for the funds, including the means by which funds may be made available for use. 

(15) The transition advisory committee shall monitor and evaluate the universal system benefits programs 
and comparable levels of funding for the region and make recommendations to the 58th legislature to adjust the 
funding level provided for in 69-8-402 to coincide with the related activities of the region at that time. 

(16) On or before July 1, 2002, the transition advisory committee, in coordination with the commission, 
shall conduct a reevaluation of the ongoing need for universal system benefits programs and annual funding 
requirements and shall make recommendations to the 58th legislature regarding the future need for those programs. 
The determination must focus specifically on the existence of markets to provide for any or all of the universal 
system benefits programs or whether other means for funding those programs have developed. These 
recommendations may also address how future reevaluations will be provided for, if necessary.

(b) If the probation officer or assessment officer believes that the youth is a youth in need of intervention, 
the probation officer or assessment officer shall determine that the parents, foster parents, physical custodian, or 
guardian exerted all reasonable efforts to mediate, resolve, or control the youth's behavior and that the youth 
continues to exhibit behavior beyond the control of the parents, foster parents, physical custodian, or guardian. 

(c) Approval by the youth court judge is required if the complaint alleges commission of a felony or if the 
youth has been or will be in any way detained. 

(3) A consent adjustment without petition under this section may not be used to dispose of a youth's alleged 
second or subsequent offense if that: 


(a) the youth has admitted commission of or has been adjudicated or sentenced for a prior offense that 
would be a felony if committed by an adult erthird-or-subsequent offenseif;

(1) The trustees of a district employing personnel who are members of the 
teachers' retirement system or the public employees' retirement system or who are covered by unemployment 
insurance or who are covered by any federal social security system requiring employer contributions shall establish 
a retirement fund for the purposes of budgeting and paying the employer's contributions to the systems. The district's 
contribution for each employee who is a member of the teachers' retirement system must be calculated in accordance 
with Title 19, chapter 20, part 6. The district's contribution for each employee who is a member of the public 
employees’ retirement system must be calculated in accordance with 19-3-316. The district's contributions for each 
employee covered by any federal social security system must be paid in accordance with federal law and regulation. 
The district's contribution for each employee who is covered by unemployment insurance must be paid in accordance 
with Title 39, chapter 51, part 11. 

(2) The trustees of a district required to make a contribution to a system referred to in subsection (1) shall 
include in the retirement fund of the final budget the estimated amount of the employer's contribution. After the final 
retirement fund budget has been adopted, the trustees shall pay the employer contributions to the systems in 
accordance with the financial administration provisions of this title. 

(3) When the final retirement fund budget has been adopted, the county superintendent shall establish the 
levy requirement by: 

(a) determining the sum of the money available to reduce the retirement fund levy requirement by adding: 

(i) any anticipated money that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school fiscal year, 
including anticipated revenue from preperty taxes and fees imposed under 7-6-1507, 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 61-3-504, 
61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-529, 61-3-537, and 67-3-204; 

(ii) oil and natural gas production taxes; 

(iii) anticipated local government severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production as provided 
in 15-36-325; 

(iv) coal gross proceeds taxes under 15-23-703; 

(v) any fund balance available for reappropriation as determined by subtracting the amount of the end-of- 
the-year fund balance earmarked as the retirement fund operating reserve for the ensuing school fiscal year by the 
trustees from the end-of-the-year fund balance in the retirement fund. The retirement fund operating reserve may 
not be more than 35% of the final retirement fund budget for the ensuing school fiscal year and must be used for the 
purpose of paying retirement fund warrants issued by the district under the final retirement fund budget. 

(vi) any other revenue anticipated that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school fiscal 
year, excluding any guaranteed tax base aid. 

(b) notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (8), subtracting the money available for reduction of the 
levy requirement, as determined in subsection (3)(a), from the budgeted amount for expenditures in the final 
retirement fund budget. 

(4) The county superintendent shall: 
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(a) total the net retirement fund levy requirements separately for all elementary school districts, all high 
school districts, and all community college districts of the county, including any prorated joint district or special 
education cooperative agreement levy requirements; and 

(b) report each levy requirement to the county commissioners on the fourth Monday of August as the 
respective county levy requirements for elementary district, high school district, and community college district 
retirement funds. 

(5) The county commissioners shall fix and set the county levy in accordance with 20-9-142. 

(6) The net retirement fund levy requirement for a joint elementary district or a joint high school district 
must be prorated to each county in which a part of the district is located in the same proportion as the district ANB 
of the joint district is distributed by pupil residence in each county. The county superintendents of the counties 
affected shall jointly determine the net retirement fund levy requirement for each county as provided in 20-9-151. 

(7) The net retirement fund levy requirement for districts that are members of special education cooperative 
agreements must be prorated to each county in which the district is located in the same proportion as the special 
education cooperative budget is prorated to the member school districts. The county superintendents of the counties 
affected shall jointly determine the net retirement fund levy requirement for each county in the same manner as 
provided in 20-9-151, and the county commissioners shall fix and levy the net retirement fund levy for each county 
in the same manner as provided in 20-9-152. 

(8) The county superintendent shall calculate the number of mills to be levied on the taxable property in 
the county to finance the retirement fund net levy requirement by dividing the amount determined in subsection (4)(a) 
by the sum of: 

(a) the amount of guaranteed tax base aid that the county will receive for each mill levied, as certified by 
the superintendent of public instruction; and 

(b) the taxable valuation of the district divided by 1,000.""

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In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I

EQUIPMENT; REDUCING INCREMENTALLY THE TAX RATE ON CLASS SIX PROPERTY FROM 4 
PERCENT TO 1 PERCENT BEGINNING IN TAX YEAR 1999; ELIMINATING THE PROPERTY TAX 
ON CLASS SIX PROPERTY IN 2002; REIMBURSING LOCAL TAXING JURISDICTIONS FOR THE 
PHASED-IN RATE REDUCTION AND ELIMINATION OF CLASS SIX PROPERTY; REVISING THE 
INDEBTEDNESS LIMITATIONS OF LOCAL TAXING JURISDICTIONS TO OFFSET CLASS SIX 
PROPERTY TAX RATE REDUCTIONS; PROVIDING A STATUTORY APPROPRIATION; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 7-7-107, 7-7-108, 7-7-2101, 7-7-2203, 7-14-2524, 7-14-2525, 7-16-2327, 15-1-101, 15-6-136, 15-6-

For the last six years, the legislative branch and the executive branch have worked together to eliminate the structural 
fiscal imbalance that we inherited in 1993. Now as our revenue growth allows us to provide additional tax relief, 
we must insure that it is done in a reasonable and responsible manner. 


The fiscal impact of SB200 for the 2001 biennium is reasonable and responsible. However, even though I am a 
strong supporter of further business equipment tax reductions, I cannot in good conscience approve the level of tax 
relief for the 2003 and future bienniums without reasonable assurance that sufficient revenue growth will occur as 
a result of our tax relief efforts and be available to prevent a future structural imbalance. 


For these reasons, I am proposing amendments which would set a smaller tax exemption level, begin the tax rate 
reductions earlier and provide for a trigger mechanism to allow tax rate reductions in tax year 2002 and subsequent 
tax years if the targeted General Fund revenue growth is achieved. The targeted revenue growth will allow us the 
opportunity to provide additional tax relief while maintaining the State’s fiscal integrity.

The department shall explicitly identify in its mental health managed care plan how the Montana state hospital will 
be integrated into the regional mental health managed care contracts, how all services provided by the Montana state 
hospital will be funded, and how rates and charges for all services at the Montana state hospital will be established. 
The department shall provide this information to the legislative finance committee and other appropriate legislative 
committees no later than July 1, 1999. 


The department shall establish a process that allows for public input and comment. The process must specify defined 
times and opportunities for public input when interested persons may comment on the request for proposals for the 
regional mental health managed care program, related contracts that the department may let, state mental health 
managed care policies, transition to the regional mental health managed care program, implementation of the new 
regional program, and oversight of the regional program. The department shall consider public comment and input 
that it receives. 


The department shall provide biweekly reports to interested persons and the public on the transition to the regional 
system of mental health managed care.

Dear President Crippen and Speaker Mercer: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return Senate Bill No. 166, “AN ACT REVISING COUNTY SHERIFF AND CITY POLICE 
RESPONSIBILITIES FOR HANDLING ABANDONED VEHICLES; PROVIDING FOR PAYMENT OF 
CERTAIN ABANDONED VEHICLE REMOVAL CHARGES FROM MOTOR VEHICLE DISPOSAL FEES, 
SUBJECT TO THE AVAILABILITY OF FUNDING; TRANSFERRING RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
DETERMINING VALUE OF A JUNK VEHICLE FROM THE STATE TO COUNTIES; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 61-12-401, 61-12-402, 61-12-403, 61-12-404, 75-10-503, AND 75-10-532, MCA; AND PROVIDING 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE,” for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 166 amends the motor vehicle recycling and disposal statutes contained in Title 75, Chapter 10, part 5, 
MCA. Section 75-10-532, MCA, currently provides that money from the sale or recycling of junk vehicles, from 
motor vehicle wrecking facility license fees, and from motor vehicle disposal fees must be used for the control, 
collection, recycling, and disposal of junk vehicles. Section 75-10-534, MCA, requires the Department of 
Environmental Quality to fund approved budgets for the counties’ junk vehicle programs. The Department provides 
this funding to the counties from the junk vehicle license fees and sale revenues. 


Senate Bill 166 amends 75-10-532 by authorizing the Department of Environmental Quality to also use junk vehicle 
revenues to reimburse sheriffs and police departments for the costs of removing abandoned vehicles. However, 
House Bill 2, as currently written, does not appropriate enough funding to the Department of Environmental Quality 
to pay for both the county junk vehicle programs and the costs of removing abandoned vehicles. Senate Bill 166 
anticipates this contingency by providing that the abandoned vehicle funding authorization is “subject to the 
availability of funding.” This language does not, however, clearly indicate whether the Department in this situation 
must totally fund the junk vehicle programs and not fund the removal programs or whether it must fund a portion 
of each. 


I believe that the intent of the Legislature is to ensure that the junk vehicle programs are always fully funded. I agree 
with this intent. I am therefore proposing amendments that would clearly so provide by requiring separate 


appropriations for junk vehicles and for abandoned vehicles. 


It is my understanding that Senator Lynch, the sponsor of Senate Bill 166, is aware of and agreeable to this 
amendment.

LIFETIME BENEFITS; EXCLUDING MEDICAL DETOXIFICATION FROM THE BENEFITS;

MCA; AND PROVIDING A DELAYED EFFECTIVE DATE” for the following reasons. 


House Bill 512 makes some changes to mandatory insurance benefits for chemical dependency. The bill contains 
an effective date of January 1, 2000. The purpose of the proposed amendment is to make clear that the Act 
applies upon renewal to previously-issued insurance policies and certificates. This will allow insurers to phase in 
the changes contained in the Act as renewals occur, rather than requiring that policies be changed all at once.

MAIL TO DISSEMINATE AN ELECTRONIC MAIL ADDRESS TO WHICH PUBLIC COMMENT 
MAY BE MADE; REQUIRING AGENCIES CREATING OR RECEIVING ELECTRONIC 
DOCUMENTS TO DISSEMINATE THEM ELECTRONICALLY IF REQUESTED; PROHIBITING 
AGENCIES FROM CHARGING A FEE FOR DISSEMINATION OF ELECTRONIC DOCUMENTS; 
AND PROVIDING A DELAYED EFFECTIVE DATE,” for the following reasons. 


House Bill 616 requires agencies that use electronic mail to disseminate documents to requestors by electronic 
mail. Read literally, the bill would require agencies who use electronic mail to disseminate electronically all 
documents that are requested, regardless of whether the specific documents are in electronic format. This could, 
of course, become a significant burden, depending upon the circumstances of the request. 


The bill’s title suggests that agencies creating or receiving electronic documents need only disseminate 
electronically those documents that are in electronic format. However, the text of the bill itself does not clearly 
state that. In an effort to clarify that agencies need not convert to electronic format those documents that they do 
not have in electronic format, I am proposing a simple two-word amendment.

Dear Speaker Mercer and President Crippen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments House Bill 185, "AN ACT PROVIDING FOR A DETENTION CENTER 
INSPECTION PROGRAM; REQUIRING DETENTION CENTERS AND HOLDING FACILITIES TO 
COMPLY WITH THE PROGRAM; PROVIDING THE BOARD OF CRIME CONTROL 
ADMINISTRATIVE AND RULEMAKING AUTHORITY; PROVIDING FOR DELAYED ENFORCEMENT 
AUTHORITY; AMENDING SECTIONS 7-32-2222, 7-32-2241, 44-4-301, 44-4-302, 50-1-202, 50-1-203, AND 
50-2-118, MCA; AND PROVIDING EFFECTIVE DATES" for the following reasons. 


House Bill 185 creates a detention center inspection program to be carried out by the Montana Board of Crime 
Control. The Board would be required to provide counties with mandatory standards for detention centers (primarily 
jails). The Board would also train inspectors, be in charge of conducting inspections, review inspection reports, 
approve action plans to bring detention centers into compliance, and enforce the standards. All of these 
responsibilities are to be added to the existing duties of a small state agency, without any additional resources. 


The fiscal note for HB 185 notes that $200,000 is estimated to cover the costs of this program, and the introduced 
version of the bill included an appropriation for that amount. However, the House Appropriations Committee 
removed the funding for the program, and there is no funding for it in House Bill 2. 


The Board of Crime Control does not have existing resources to fund the program established by this bill. If the bill 
passes without an appropriation for the necessary funding, the Board will be unable to carry out the program, yet 
it will be vulnerable to lawsuits demanding that it carry out the Legislature's will. In addition, the Board may be 
exposed to significant liability should jail accidents occur. Therefore, I am proposing an amendment that will make 
the bill effective only upon adequate funding for the inspection program. 


It is my understanding that Representative Menahan, the sponsor of the bill, is in agreement with the proposed 
amendment.

The department shall include the average daily expense allowance for Montana 
legislators in determining the average daily rate for legislators. The department shall include only states with specific 
daily allowances in the calculation of the average. If the average daily rate is greater than the daily rate for legislators 
in Montana, the average is the new daily rate for legislators for those days during which the legislature is in session. 
The expense allowance is effective when the next regular session of the legislature in which the legislators serve is 
convened under 5-2-103. 

(5) Legislators are entitled to a mileage allowance as provided in 2-18-503 for each mile of travel to the 
place of the holding of the session and to return to their place of residence at the conclusion of the session. 

(6) In addition to the mileage allowance provided for in subsection (5), legislators, upon submittal of an 
appropriate claim for mileage reimbursement to the legislative services division, are entitled to: 

(a) three additional round trips to their place of residence during each regular session; and 

(b) additional round trips as authorized by the legislature during special session. 

(7) Legislators are not entitled to any additional mileage allowance under subsection (5) for a special session 
if it is convened within 7 days of a regular session. 

(8) In lieu of the salary provided for in subsection (1) and the expense allowance provided for in subsection 
(4), a legislator may receive remuneration for services performed during a legislative session. A legislator choosing 
to receive remuneration for services performed shall file a request to receive payment under this subsection with the 
legislative services division. A legislator exercising the option to receive remuneration for services performed may 
not receive more remuneration than legislators paid pursuant to subsections (1) and (4). Remuneration for services 
performed must be reduced by an amount a day equal to the daily expense allowance for a legislator established 
under this section when the legislature recesses for more than 3 days."

He provided funeral services in Deer Lodge for 31 years including four years as a mortician in Anaconda and is a 
past-president of the Montana Funeral Directors Association.

Senator Boylan was elected to the Senate in 1968 and served the Montana legislature for 22 years as a member of 
eight Senate committees. As a Bozeman area rancher, he was particularly interested in agriculture and milk control 
legislation and was appointed Chairman of the Senate Livestock, Irrigation and Agriculture Committee in 1987. He 
was also a member of the Senate Judiciary and Education Committees and served as Vice Chairman of both 
committees in 1975. 


In 1991, he was appointed by then-Governor Stan Stephens to serve the university system Board of Regents. Praised 
by both Democrats and Republicans for his appointment, Senator Boylan is remembered for his wit and good humor

He also served as Staff Director of the Public Lands 
Subcommittee for the U.S. House of Representatives. Mr. Brown subsequently received his master's degree in 
legislative affairs from George Washington University.

Mr. Brown was elected to the Montana House of Representatives in 1980. He served as Chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee in 1985 and 1989. Dave was also a member of the Natural Resources, Local Government, 
Transportation and Rules Committees. 


Well known for his abilities as an orator and strategist, Dave was elected to the position of speaker pro tempore in 
1991. Representative Brown supported legislation for a mandatory kindergarten class, the Hard Rock Mining

He was a member of the YMCA Youth in 
Government Program and the Montana Veteran's Council. 

Dave is survived by his wife, Marcia, a son, David, and a daughter, Meredith.

He was president of the Montana County Assessors Association and 
a District 17 State Assemblyman. George faithfully served as Clerk for the Board of Trustees in the Stanford School 
District for 25 years and was secretary for the Stanford Volunteer Firemen. He was employed with F.W. 
Woolworth Company prior to his work as an Assessor. 


He was elected to the Montana legislature in 1966, a Representative of Chouteau and Judith Basin Counties. He 
served on the House Labor and Compensation, Townships and Counties, Ways and Means Committees during each 
of his two terms and was Vice-Chairman of the House Bills Committee in 1969.

THOMAS FREDERICK CHRISTIAN HAINES 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the Fifty-sixth Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana record the passing of Thomas Frederick Christian Haines on March 21, 1997. 
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WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the record and accomplishments of the late Mr. Haines be filed on the 
official record of this Assembly and the following facts relative to his career are hereby noted: 


Thomas Frederick Christian Haines, distinguished Dean of the House of Representatives, was born March 4, 1903 
to Charles and Susan Haines in Rockport, Illinois. Tom and his family moved to Clinton, Montana in 1918 where 
his father served as postmaster and manager of the Clinton General Store. Tom returned to Illinois to graduate from 
New Canton High School and later attended the University of Montana at Missoula. 


Tom was a passionate reader of Shakespeare, poetry, English, Greek and Roman history. He nurtured an interest 
in Civil War literature and amassed a Civil War library later bequeathed to the University of Montana. A staunch 


supporter of the university, Tom organized the Friends of the Library and served the library as the first board 
chairman and one-time director. 


Mr. Haines married the former Edna May Bolin on November 17, 1926 in Quincy, Illinois. Edna preceded Tom 
in death in 1980. They were married 56 years. Tom later married the former Margaret Doyle Pilcher who preceded 
him in death in 1987. 


Tom and Edna Haines were owners of the OK Trading Company grocery in Missoula for 24 years. He became an 
active Republican during these years and served as precinct committeeman, delegate to state conventions and delegate 
to the 1948 national convention in Philadelphia. 


Representative Haines served 11 consecutive terms in the Montana House of Representatives and was known 
affectionately as "The Man with Whiskers." From 1950 until his retirement from politics, he was a member of the 
House Appropriations Committee. Tom served as Speaker Pro Tem during two legislative sessions and lost only 
one election in 1974 following a change in the Montana Constitution. He was appointed by Governor Tim Babcock 
to the Montana Territorial Centennial Commission in 1963 and served on the advisory council for the State Technical 
Services Act in 1966. 


Granddaughter Dale Raoul fondly recalls trips to the Capitol when she and some of her friends would sit on the floor 
near her grandfather, Representative Haines. The high school students were lovingly introduced by him as "Tom's 
Harem." 

Following his political career, Mr. Haines became editor and publisher of the Montana Food Distributor Association 
Magazine. An avid historian, he also authored books during this time on Mississippi river boat operations in Illinois 


and early flour mill operations in territorial Montana. 


Thomas Frederick Christian Haines is a member of the Episcopal Church of the Holy Spirit in Missoula. He is a 
member of Bagdad Temple Shrine in Butte and a Master Mason in Rockport. 


HERBERT J. KLINDT

Herbert J. Klindt, former athletic director and coach, was born in Sheridan, Wyoming in 1901 and graduated from 
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high school in that community. Following graduation from the University of Illinois in 1931, he continued his 
studies at Wittenberg University in Springfield, Ohio. 


He married the former Clara Gore February 6, 1932 in Billings, MT and soon thereafter began his teaching career 
at Clearwater High School in Clearwater, Florida. Later, he and Clara moved to Billings where Herb served as 
distinguished athletic director and coach for Billings Polytechnic presently Rocky Mountain College. 


Senator Klindt was elected to two terms in the Montana State Senate beginning in 1968 and served as assistant 
minority leader for the Republican Party in 1974. He was instrumental in drafting and passing Montana strip mining 


legislation, later incorporated into federal mining legislation, and introduced a bill to remove the mining of coal from 
Eminent Domain Law. 


An avid hunter and fisherman, Senator Klindt introduced bills to eliminate a grizzly bear season and require a license 
to hunt black bear. 


Mr. Klindt was elected to the Montana Coaches Hall of Fame, the Alumni Hall of Fame and was granted both an 
honorary doctorate and a Doctors Public Service degree by Rocky Mountain College. The college subsequently 
honored him by naming their campus athletic field after him. 


Mr. Klindt was a past district governor of Lions International, former president of the Billings Lions and a district 
governor of the Montana and Alberta Lions Clubs. 


Herb was the oldest member of the Hilands' Golf Club. He enjoyed spending time at the cabin he built on the Little 
Big Horn River. He is survived by his wife Clara, of Billings. Mr. and Mrs. Klindt celebrated 65 years of 
marriage.

Mrs. O'Connell was the first woman elected to the Great Falls City Council in 1949 and served two terms as 
president.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments House Bill 20, "AN ACT ESTABLISHING A MULTISPECIES FISH 
HATCHERY NEAR FORT PECK DAM; CREATING THE WARM WATER GAME FISH 
SURCHARGE AND WARM WATER GAME FISH STAMP THAT WILL ALLOW A LICENSEE TO 
FISH IN DESIGNATED WATERS FOR WARM WATER GAME FISH; DEDICATING SURCHARGE 
REVENUE; CREATING AN ACCOUNT AND PROVIDING FOR ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
ACCOUNT BY THE DEPARTMENT OF FISH, WILDLIFE, AND PARKS; PROHIBITING THE 
DEPARTMENT OF FISH, WILDLIFE, AND PARKS FROM USING FOR THE HATCHERY MORE 
MONEY THAN IS IN THE ACCOUNT ESTABLISHED FOR THE HATCHERY; AND PROVIDING A 
CONTINGENT VOIDNESS PROVISION" for the following reasons. 


House Bill 20 establishes a fish hatchery near Fort Peck Dam. A technical error in some of the amendments that 
were added to the bill prohibit the Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks from spending federal money for the 
hatchery even if federal money becomes available and is appropriated in House Bill 5. I am proposing 
amendments to make it clear that both state and federal special revenue accounts are to be established for the 
deposit of money received for the hatchery and that the Department may spend money from both of those 
accounts on the project. 


Representative Kitzenberg, the sponsor of the bill, is in agreement with the proposed amendment.

The purpose of [sections | through 
21] is to protect consumers seeking residential mortgage loans and to ensure that the residential mortgage lending 
industry is operating fairly, honestly, and efficiently, free from deceptive and anticompetitive practices. A further 
purpose of [sections | through 21] is to regulate residential mortgage lending to benefit Montana citizens by ensuring 
the availability of residential mortgage funding, to benefit responsible providers of residential mortgage loans and 
services, and to avoid requirements inconsistent with legitimate and responsible business practices in the residential 
mortgage lending industry." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 3. Necessity for license -- scope of act. (1) A person, partnership, association, 
corporation, or other entity, except an exempt person or entity, may not engage in the business of brokering or 
making residential mortgage loans without first obtaining a license from the department in accordance with the 
licensing procedures provided in [sections 5 through 10] and rules promulgated by the department. 

(2) A person, partnership, association, corporation, or other entity required to be licensed under [sections 
1 through 21] may not do any business without a license under any name or title or circulate or use any advertising 
or make any representation or give any information to any person that indicates or reasonably implies activity within 
the scope of [sections | through 21]. 

(3) The department may request a district court to issue an injunction to restrain any person or entity from 
violating or continuing to violate any provision of [sections 1 through 21]. 

(4) When the department has reasonable cause to believe that a person or entity that has not submitted an 
application for a license is conducting any of the activities described in subsection (1) and the person or entity is not 
an exempt person or entity, the department may review all books and records of the person or entity and any 
additional documentation necessary in order to determine whether the person or entity is required to become licensed 
under [sections 1 through 21]. 

(5) Each person, partnership, association, corporation, or other entity conducting activities regulated by 
[sections 1 through 21] that is not exempt must be issued a license that restricts the licensee's operations to those 
activities that are specified in the application. Two classifications of licenses may be issued covering either mortgage 
brokering or mortgage lending. If an entity is issued a mortgage lending license, the entity may also engage in 
brokerage services. 

(6) Licenses must be issued to either the person or the business entity, which may be a sole proprietorship, 
partnership, or corporation. Employees or agents of the business entity are not required to be licensed. 

(7) An exempt person or entity is exempt from the licensing requirements of [sections 5 through 10], but 
is subject to the requirements imposed by [sections 11 through 14] and to the powers of the department set forth in 
[sections 16 through 20]; except that state and federal banks, savings and loan associations, savings banks, credit 
unions, and their subsidiaries and affiliates are exempt from the provisions of [sections | through 21]." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 4. Definitions. As used in [sections 1 through 21], the following definitions 
apply: 

(1) "Borrower" means the person on whose behalf mortgage brokering and mortgage lending activities are 
conducted.

Control is presumed to exist if any person, directly or indirectly, owns, controls, or 
holds with power to vote 10% or more of the voting stock of any licensee or of any entity that owns, controls, or 
holds with power to vote 10% or more of the voting stock of any licensee, but a person does not control a licensee 
solely by reason of being an officer or director of the licensed entity. 

(3) "Department" means the department of commerce provided for in 2-15-1801. 

(4) "Exempt person or entity" means: 

(a) a banking organization or foreign banking corporation chartered or licensed by any state or the United 
States comptroller of the currency that is authorized to transact business in this state; 

(b) a federally chartered savings and loan association, federal savings bank, or federal credit union that is 
authorized to transact business in this state; 

(c) a savings and loan association, savings bank, or credit union organized under the laws of this or any 
other state that is authorized to transact business in this state; 

(d) an entity engaged solely in commercial mortgage lending; 

(e) a service corporation of a savings and loan association or savings bank organized under the laws of this 
state or the service corporation of a federally chartered savings and loan association or savings bank; 

(f) a person or entity making residential mortgage loans with one's own funds for one's own investments; 

(g) a person who assists in the performance of the activities regulated by [sections | through 21] and who 
is compensated in any manner by only one licensee or exempt organization; 

(h) an agency of the federal government, the state, or a local government; 

(i) an employee or employer pension plan originating mortgage loans to its participants; or 

(j) a person acting in a fiduciary capacity conferred by authority of any court. 

(5) "Lender" means a person, partnership, association, corporation, or another entity that lends money for 
residential mortgage loans. 

(6) "Licensee" means a person, partnership, association, corporation, or any other entity licensed or that 
is required to be licensed pursuant to [sections | through 21] to engage in the activities regulated by [sections 1 
through 21]. 

(7) "Making residential mortgage loans" means, for compensation or gain, either directly or indirectly, 
advancing funds or making a commitment to advance funds to loan applicants for residential mortgage loans. 

(8) "Mortgage broker" or "broker" means a person, partnership, association, or corporation, other than an 
exempt person or entity, that performs the lending activities described in [sections | through 21]. 

(9) "Mortgage brokering", "brokering", or "brokerage services" means the act of assisting a borrower in 
attempting to obtain a loan secured by residential real estate in return for consideration to be paid by either the 
borrower or the lender, including but not limited to contracting for the delivery of a residential mortgage loan to a 
third-party lender and soliciting, processing, placing, or negotiating a residential mortgage loan. 

(10) "Mortgage loan", "residential mortgage loan", or "home mortgage loan" means a loan primarily 
secured by a security instrument on residential real property, a mortgage on residential real property, a deed of trust, 
or certificates of stock or other evidence of ownership interests in and proprietary leases from corporations or 
partnerships formed for the purpose of cooperative ownership of residential real property. 

(11) "Residential real property" or "residential real estate" means real property located in this state that is 
improved by a dwelling in which up to four families reside. 

(12) "Soliciting, processing, placing, or negotiating a residential mortgage loan" means, for compensation 
or gain, either directly or indirectly, accepting or offering to accept an application for a residential mortgage loan, 
assisting or offering to assist in the processing of an application for a residential mortgage loan on behalf of a 
borrower, or negotiating or offering to negotiate the terms or conditions of a residential mortgage loan with a lender 
on behalf of a borrower." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 5. Licensee name. A person, partnership, association, corporation, or other 
entity engaged in the business regulated by [sections | through 21] may not operate the business under a name other 
than the real name of the individual or entity conducting the business or a legally assumed name."

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 8. License renewal -- fee. (1) A license issued prior to January 1, 2000, is 
renewable biennially on January 1. A license issued after January 1, 2000, is renewable biennially beginning with 
the second anniversary of the date of the issuance of the original license. The license renewal fee is $300. A properly 
completed renewal application form and the renewal fee must be received by the department 60 days prior to the 
renewal date. If the department receives a properly completed renewal application form and the renewal fee for a 
licensee at least 60 days prior to the renewal date, the licensee may operate in the interim pending receipt of official 
notification of renewal.

(3) A licensee ceasing an activity or activities regulated by [sections | through 21] and desiring to no longer 
be licensed shall inform the department in writing and, at the same time, convey the license and all other symbols 
or official indicators of licensure to the department. The licensee shall include a plan for the withdrawal from 
regulated business, including a timetable for the disposition of the business. Upon receipt of written notice, the 
department shall issue a certified statement canceling the license.

is not the applicant's property or that the applicant is not in law or equity entitled to retain under the circumstances, 
at the time that has been agreed upon or is required by law or, in the absence of a fixed time, upon demand of the 
person entitled to the accounting and delivery; 

(6) has not engaged in any conduct that would be cause for denial of a license; 

(7) is not insolvent; 

(8) will advise the department in writing of any material changes to the information submitted on the most 
recent application for license within 45 days of the change. The written notice must be signed in the same form as 
the application for an amended license. 

(9) will advise the department in writing of any material judgments entered against, and bankruptcy petitions 
by, the license applicant within 30 days of the occurrence of the judgment or petition." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 10. Refusal to issue or renew license. The department may refuse to issue 
or renew a license if it is determined that the applicant is not in material compliance with any provisions of [sections 
1 through 21]." 

(1) Trust or escrow funds for any purpose authorized by 
the residential mortgage loan contract are subject to and must satisfy all applicable federal requirements, must be 
maintained in a depository institution as described in subsection (2), and may not be commingled with any licensee 
funds. 

(2) A trust or escrow account must be placed in a federally insured depository institution, a federal home 
loan bank, a federal reserve bank, or other similar government-sponsored enterprise, to be removed and used only 
for: 

(a) payments authorized by the borrower, allowed by the mortgage loan contract, or required by federal or 
state law; 

(b) refunds to the mortgagor; 

(c) transfer of escrow funds to another institution described in this subsection (2); 

(d) forwarding of escrow funds to the appropriate servicer in case of a transfer of servicing; 

(e) any other purpose authorized by the residential mortgage loan contract; or 

(f) compliance with a department or court order." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 12. Fee disclosure -- loan brokerage agreement. (1) Within 3 days of a 
completed residential mortgage loan application or before the borrower gives the licensee any consideration, 
whichever comes first, a loan brokerage agreement is required and must be in writing and signed by both the 
borrower and a licensee whose services to the borrower constitute brokering. 

(2) The loan brokerage agreement must include a clear and conspicuous statement that, upon request, a copy 
will be made available to the borrower or the borrower's authorized representative for review prior to signing. 

(3) Both the borrower and the licensee's authorized representative shall sign and date the loan brokerage 
agreement, and a copy of the fully executed loan brokerage agreement must be given to the borrower within 3 
business days of signing. 

(4) The loan brokerage agreement must contain an explicit description of the services that the licensee agrees 
to perform for the borrower and the fees for the services. 

(5) The loan brokerage agreement must include a clear and conspicuous statement regarding the conditions 
under which the borrower is obligated to pay the licensee. 

(6) The loan brokerage agreement must provide that if the licensee makes materially false or misleading 
statements or omissions in the agreement, the borrower may, upon written notice: 

(a) void the agreement; 

(b) recover money paid to the licensee for which services have not been performed; and 

(c) recover actual costs, including attorney fees, for enforcing the borrower's rights under the loan 
brokerage agreement. 

(7) The loan brokerage agreement is the only agreement between the borrower and licensee with respect 
to a single loan, except that the licensee shall also provide to the borrower disclosure statements necessary to comply 
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with all applicable federal and state requirements." 

(1) A licensee whose services to a 
borrower are limited to brokering may not require a borrower to pay any fees or charges prior to the residential 
mortgage loan closing, except for:

(D) the amounts and payment terms of the lock-in fee and commitment fee, along with a statement as to

(iii) the licensee is able to demonstrate to the department that it is able to perform under the terms of the 
agreement. 

(4) A commitment fee may be charged, upon approval of the residential mortgage loan application, if: 

(a) the commitment is in writing and signed by the borrower and the licensee; 

(b) the commitment states all of the following: 

(i) the terms and conditions of the residential mortgage loan; and 

(ii) the terms and conditions of the commitment, including but not limited to: 

(A) the time period during which the commitment is irrevocable and may be accepted by the borrower, 
which may not be less than 7 calendar days from the date of commitment or the date of mailing, whichever is later; 

(B) the amount and payment terms of the commitment fee, along with a statement as to whether the fee is 
refundable and the terms and conditions necessary to obtain a refund; 

(C) the expiration date of the commitment; and 

(D) the conditions precedent to closing. 

(5) Fees or charges collected pursuant to this section, other than those collected pursuant to subsection (1) 
or (2)(a), must be refunded if a valid commitment or closing is not produced, respectively, except that the respective 
fees may be retained by the licensee upon the licensee's ability to demonstrate to the department any of the following 
reasons: 

(a) the borrower has withdrawn the loan application; 

(b) the borrower has made a material misrepresentation or omission on the loan application; 

(c) the borrower has failed to provide documentation necessary to the processing or closing of the loan 
application; or 

(d) the fact that closing does not occur is at no fault of the lender." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 14. Prohibited practices. A licensee may not: 

(1) knowingly provide or offer to provide for any borrower any brokering or lending services under any 

arrangement with any entity other than a licensee or an exempt person or entity; 
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(2) disburse the mortgage loan proceeds in any form other than, as applicable, a direct deposit to a 
customer's account, a wire, a bank or certified check, or an attorney's check drawn on a trust account. An entity 
may apply to the department for a waiver of the requirements of this provision by demonstrating, in a letter of 
application, that it has or intends to adopt any other method of disbursement of loan proceeds that will satisfy the 
purposes of this subsection. 

(3) fail to disburse funds in accordance with a commitment to make a mortgage loan that is accepted by the 
applicant; 

(4) accept any fees at closing that were not disclosed; 

(5) accept attorney fees at closing in excess of the fees that have been or will be remitted to the licensee's 
attorneys; 

(6) require the borrower to be represented by a particular attorney; 

(7) unreasonably refuse to issue or unreasonably delay the issuance of a satisfaction of mortgage after the 
mortgage has been fully satisfied; 

(8) obtain any agreement or instrument in which blanks are left to be filled in after execution; 

(9) obtain any exclusive dealing or exclusive agency agreement from any borrower; 

(10) delay closing of any mortgage loan for the purpose of increasing interest, costs, fees, or charges 
payable by the borrower; 

(11) engage in fraudulent home mortgage loan underwriting practices; 

(12) make payment, whether directly or indirectly, of any kind to any in-house or fee appraiser of any 
government or private money lending agency with which an application for a home mortgage loan has been filed for 
the purpose of influencing the independent judgment of the appraiser with respect to the value of any residential real 
estate that is to be covered by the home mortgage; 

(13) knowingly make any false promises likely to influence or persuade or pursue a course of 
misrepresentation and false promises through agents, solicitors, advertising, or otherwise; or 

(14) knowingly misrepresent, circumvent, or conceal, through whatever subterfuge or device, any of the 

material particulars or the nature of the material particulars regarding a transaction to which it is a party." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 15. Bonds -- letters of credit -- pledges of licensees. (1) All licensees shall 
maintain a bond or irrevocable letter of credit or make a pledge of certain of its assets to the department, in 
accordance with this section. Each bond, letter of credit, or pledge must be used for the recovery of expenses, fines, 
or fees levied by the department in accordance with [sections | through 21] or for losses or damages incurred by 
borrowers or consumers as a result of a licensee's noncompliance with the requirements of [sections | through 21]. 
The bond, letter of credit, or pledge is payable when the licensee fails to comply with any provisions of [sections 
1 through 21] and must be either in the form of a surety bond, an irrevocable letter of credit, or a pledge of assets 
in an amount of not less than $50,000, as prescribed by the department. The bond or letter of credit must be payable 
to the department and must be issued by an insurance company or bank authorized to do business in this state. A 
copy of the bond, letter of credit, or pledge agreement, including any riders and endorsements executed subsequent 
to the effective date of the bond, letter of credit, or pledge agreement, must be placed on file with the department 
within 10 days of the execution of the bond, letter of credit, or pledge agreement. 

(2) The department may promulgate rules with respect to the requirements for the bonds, letters of credit, 

or pledges as are reasonable and necessary to accomplish the purposes of [sections | through 21]." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 16. Powers of department. (1) All powers and duties of regulation and 
supervision conferred by [sections 1 through 21] are vested in the department. The department shall adopt rules 
necessary to carry out the intent and purposes of [sections | through 21]. A copy of every rule must be mailed to 
each licensee within at least 15 days of its effective date. However, the failure of a licensee to receive a copy of a 
rule does not exempt a licensee from complying with a rule adopted under [sections | through 21]. 

(2) The functions, powers, and duties of the department include the following: 

(a) to issue or refuse to issue any license as provided by [sections 5 through 10]; 

(b) to revoke or suspend for cause any license issued under [sections 5 through 10]; 

(c) to keep records of all licenses issued under [sections 5 through 10]; 
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(d) to receive, consider, investigate, and act upon complaints made by any person in connection with any 
residential mortgage licensee in this state or any person whom the department has reason to believe is violating or 
is about to violate [sections 1 through 21]; 

(e) to prescribe the forms of and receive: 

(i) applications for licenses; and 

(ii) all reports and all books and records required to be made by any licensee; 

(f) to subpoena documents and witnesses and compel their attendance, to administer oaths, and to require 
the production of any books, papers, or other materials relevant to any inquiry authorized by [sections 1 through 21]; 

(g) to enforce by order any provision of [sections | through 21]; 

(h) to levy fees, fines, and charges for services performed in administering [sections | through 21]; 

(i) to conduct hearings for the purpose of: 

(i) appeals of orders of the department; 

(ii) Suspensions or revocations of licenses or fining of licensees; 

(ili) investigating complaints against licensees; and 

(iv) carrying out the purposes of [sections 1 through 21]; and 

(j) to define by rule any terms used for the efficient and clear administration of [sections | through 21]." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 17. Revocation and suspension of license. The department, upon 10 days' 
written notice to the licensee and a statement of the grounds and upon reasonable opportunity to be heard at a public 
hearing, if requested by the licensee, may suspend for not more than 30 days or revoke a license if it finds that the 
licensee has knowingly violated any provision of [sections | through 21]. When the department enters an order 
revoking or suspending a license, it shall mail a copy of the order by certified mail to the licensee at the address for 
which the license was issued." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 18. Reinstatement. The department may reinstate any suspended or revoked 
license if a fact or condition does not then exist that clearly would have justified the department in refusing to 
originally issue the license. In any case in which the license has been revoked for cause, an application may not be 
made for issuance of a new license or the reinstatement of a revoked license for a period of 6 months from the date 
of revocation." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 19. Access to records -- witnesses. For purposes of [sections | through 21], 
when acting upon a written complaint to the department and in accordance with the Montana Administrative 
Procedure Act, the department or its authorized representatives must be given free access to the offices and places 
of business, files, safes, and vaults of all licensees and may require the attendance of any person and examine any 
person under oath relative to loans or the business or the subject matter of any examination, investigation, or hearing 
and may require the production of books, accounts, papers, and records. In the event of disobedience to any 
subpoena or other process issued by the department or failure to produce any books, accounts, papers, and records, 
the department may invoke the aid of any district court of this state in requiring the evidence and testimony of 
witnesses and the production of books, accounts, papers, and records." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 20. Injunctions -- receivers. (1) If the department has reasonable cause to 
believe that a person is violating or is threatening to violate any provision of [sections 1 through 21], the department 
may enter an order requiring the person to cease and desist from the violation. 

(2) An action may be brought by the attorney general or the department to enjoin a person from engaging 
in or continuing a violation or from doing any act or acts in furtherance of a violation. In any action, an order or 
judgment may be entered awarding a preliminary or a final injunction. 

(3) In addition to all other means provided by law for the enforcement of a restraining order or injunction, 
the court in which an action is brought has the power and jurisdiction to impound, and to appoint a receiver for, the 
property and business of the defendant, including books, papers, documents, and records that the court finds 
reasonably necessary to prevent violations of [sections 1 through 21]. A receiver, when appointed and qualified, has 
the powers and duties related to custody, collection, administration, winding up, and liquidation of the property and 
business that may be conferred upon the receiver by the court." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 21. Penalties. (1) A person who contracts for or receives interest or charges 
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on any bond, bill, promissory note, or other instrument of writing at a rate exceeding the maximum amount 
authorized by [sections | through 21] is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $500 or by imprisonment for not more than 6 months, or both. 

(2) A person who, by any device, subterfuge, or pretense whatsoever, engages in any transaction permitted 
only to licensees without first having obtained a license is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $500 or by imprisonment for not more than 6 months, or both."

(c) Region 3 -- Alder Bridge, Axtell Bridge, Blackbird, Cardwell, Cherry River, Chicory, Corrals, Corwin 
Springs, Deepdale, Dewey, Erwin Bridge, Fairweather, Fishtrap Creek, Four Corners, Gallatin Forks, Greenwood 
Bottoms, Grey Owl, High Bridge, High Road, Highway 89, Kalsta Bridge, Kirk Wildlife Refuge, Kountz Bridge, 
Mallard's Rest, Mayflower Bridge, McAtee Bridge, Meadow Lake, Milwaukee, Notch Bottom, Parrot Castle, 
Pennington Bridge, Pine Creek, Point of Rocks, Powerhouse, Queen of the Waters, Sappington Bridge, Shed's 
Bridge, Slip and Slide, Tizer Lakes, and Williams Bridge; 

(d) Region 4 -- Carroll Trail, Dearborn, Dunes, Eagle Island, Hardy Bridge, Lichen Cliff, Loma Bridge, Lower 
Carter Pond, Mid-Canon, Mountain Palace, Pelican Point, Prickly Pear, Spite Hill, Table Rock, Truly Take-out, 
Upper Carter Pond, and White Bear; 

(e) Region 5 -- Absaroka, Beaver Lodge, Big Rock, Bridger Bend, Buffalo Mirage, Bull Springs, East Bridge, 
General Custer, Grant Marsh, Grey Bear, Homestead Isle, Horsethief Station, Selkirk, and Two Leggins; 

(f) Region 6 -- Bjornberg Bridge, Cole Ponds, Faber Reservoir, and Whitetail Reservoir; and 

(g) Region 7 -- Amelia Island, Broadus Bridge, Diamond Willow, Elk Island, Falcon Bridge, Joe's Island, Little 
Powder River, Myers Bridge, Powder River Depot, Seven Sisters, and Twelve Mile Dam. 

(2) Pursuant to its authority in 23-1-106, the department may by rule designate any fishing access site not listed 
in subsection (1) as a primitive fishing access site when a determination is made that the designation is desirable to 
protect the unique and primarily undeveloped character of that fishing access site." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 3. Limit on development of primitive fishing access sites. (1) The only 
development allowed at primitive fishing access sites designated in [section 2] is: 

(a) necessary improvements required to meet minimum public health standards regarding sanitation, which may 
include necessary access to outhouses, vaults, and water; 

(b) new improvements necessary to ensure the safe public use of boat ramps; 

(c) addition of gravel to existing unpaved roads, resurfacing of paved roads, dust abatement, and bridge 
improvements when necessary to ensure safe public access, including necessary new access roads into and within 
the primitive fishing access site; 

(d) establishment of new hiking trails or improvement of existing hiking trails; and 

(e) installation of minimal signage: 

(i) designating the site as a primitive fishing access site in which development has been limited and encouraging 
the public to help in maintaining the park's primitive character; 

(ii) necessary to designate camping sites, parking areas, rules, and other necessary management information 
within the primitive fishing access site; and 

(iii) to inform the public of historical, cultural, natural, geographical, and geological features in the area; 

(f) establishment of designated parking areas for vehicles and for boat trailers in primitive fishing access sites 
that have boat ramps; 

(g) in-kind replacement of existing facilities or replacement of existing facilities with facilities that have less 
impact on the primitive fishing site; 

(h) fire pits and tables; 

(i) fencing; and 

(j) at the discretion of the department of fish, wildlife, and parks, projects on the Missouri reach of the Missouri- 
Madison hydropower project or the Clark Fork basin hydropower project, undertaken pursuant to the federal energy 
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regulatory commission's hydropower relicensing requirements and in conjunction with private entities, political 
subdivisions of the state of Montana, and federal agencies. 

(2) The following development of designated primitive fishing access sites is prohibited: 

(a) installation of electric lines or facilities, except when necessary to comply with subsection (1)(a) or (1)(g); 

(b) installation of recreational vehicle sanitary dumpsites where they do not presently exist; 

(c) creation of new roads, except when necessary to establish camping access and to meet the requirements of 
subsection (1); 

(d) installation of camping pads for recreational vehicles; and 

(e) paving of existing but previously unpaved roads and parking lots."

Dear President Crippen and Speaker Mercer: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 356, "AN ACT REQUIRING THAT ONE MEMBER OF THE 
TRANSPORTATION COMMISSION HAVE SPECIFIC KNOWLEDGE OF INDIAN CULTURE AND 
TRIBAL TRANSPORTATION NEEDS; AMENDING SECTION 2-15-2502, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY PROVISION" for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 356 amends the statute that creates the Montana Transportation Commission. It adds a requirement that 
at least one of the five Commission members be an individual with specific knowledge of Indian issues as they relate 
to transportation in Montana. While I am in complete agreement with the requirement, I am concerned about the 
amendment that requires the Governor to select this member from a list of nominees provided by the Montana 
members of the Montana-Wyoming Tribal Leaders Council. 


A similar requirement exists in the current statute that establishes the State Coordinator of Indian Affairs. That 
statute requires that the Coordinator be appointed by the Governor from a list of five qualified Indian applicants 
agreed upon by the Tribal Councils of the respective Indian Tribes of the State. In the summer of 1995, the 
Coordinator resigned and I notified the Tribes of the need to submit a list so the position could be filled. The time 
required for the Tribal Leaders Council to meet, solicit applications and decide upon acceptable candidates took 
several months, and the position could not be filled until eleven months after the position became vacant. Even the 
Council understood the cumbersome nature of the process and we have discussed the need for a better way to handle 
the filling of the position in the future. 


In order to avoid lengthy delays in the filling of the position that is required by Senate Bill 356, I am proposing an 
amendment that would require that the Governor consult with, rather than be provided a list by, the members of the 


Montana-Wyoming Tribal Leaders Council before making the appointment. 


It is my understanding that Senator Mohl, the sponsor of Senate Bill 356, is aware of and agreeable to this 
amendment

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 361, "AN ACT TRANSFERRING CERTAIN REGULATORY 
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AUTHORITY OVER GAME FARMS FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF FISH, WILDLIFE, AND PARKS 
TO THE DEPARTMENT OF LIVESTOCK; REVISING DEFINITIONS AND TERMINOLOGY RELATED 
TO GAME FARMS AND GAME FARM ANIMALS TO MEAN ALTERNATIVE LIVESTOCK RANCHES 
AND ALTERNATIVE LIVESTOCK; INCREASING ANNUAL LICENSE RENEWAL FEES; REVISING 
LICENSING REQUIREMENTS, REQUIREMENTS FOR REMOVAL OF GAME ANIMALS FROM 
ALTERNATIVE LIVESTOCK RANCHES, INSPECTION REQUIREMENTS, PENALTIES, 
RULEMAKING REQUIREMENTS, AND PROVISIONS REGARDING INGRESS AND EGRESS; 
RENAMING THE GAME FARM ADVISORY COUNCIL AS THE ALTERNATIVE LIVESTOCK 
ADVISORY COUNCIL AND REVISING COUNCIL DUTIES WITH REGARD TO REVIEW OF LICENSE 
APPLICATIONS; REQUIRING ADOPTION OF A PROGRAMMATIC REVIEW PROCESS TO ASSESS 
ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACTS ASSOCIATED WITH A NEW ALTERNATIVE LIVESTOCK RANCH; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 81-1-102, 81-2-102, 81-2-702, 81-3-102, 81-9-217, 87-4-406, 87-4-407, 87-4-408, 
87-4-409, 87-4-410, 87-4-411, 87-4-412, 87-4-413, 87-4-414, 87-4-415, 87-4-416, 87-4-417, 87-4-418, 87-4-420, 
87-4-422, 87-4-423, 87-4-424, 87-4-426, 87-4-427, 87-4-428, AND 87-4-432, MCA; REPEALING SECTION 
87-4-419, MCA; AND PROVIDING EFFECTIVE DATES,” for the following reasons. 


As introduced, Senate Bill No. 361 proposed to transfer all authority over the alternative livestock industry from the 
Department of Fish, Wildlife, and Parks (“FWP”) to the Department of Livestock (“DOL”). However, concerns 
by members of the Senate about increased liability and the financial constraints of DOL resulted in the bill being 
amended. 


While we have concerns about many aspects of the bill, unfortunately, the amended bill creates even more 
uncertainty in the two departments’ ability to administer this program. It is flawed because it places authority with 
one agency and responsibility with another, thereby ensuring that neither Department can do the job in a truly 
satisfactory manner. 


A central issue in the environmental review and licensing of game farms is how to construct a game-proof fence as 
required by statute. Under Senate Bill No. 361, DOL would be responsible for reviewing compliance with the 
fencing requirements of the environmental documents in order to establish whether there is a basis for granting, 
denying or issuing a license with stipulations--but FWP makes the final licensing decision. Such a process is not in 
keeping with my understanding of how an efficient, cost-effective and predictable licensing system should operate. 


The same problem exists with the transfer of record keeping. FWP has revoked the licenses of several of those 
within the industry for stealing public wildlife. The prosecution of these thefts was based upon records and reports. 
Under Senate Bill No. 361, DOL is responsible for record keeping, but doesn’t have the authority to revoke a 
license; FWP has the authority to revoke a license, but doesn’t have the record keeping information that in the past 
has been a basis for license revocations. 


During debate on this bill and during discussions with representatives of the alternative livestock industry, legitimate 
issues were raised regarding the administration of the existing program. The majority of the issues raised, however, 
are management issues that can be addressed by the Departments without this legislation. 

The amendments I am proposing strike portions of the bill referenced above. With these amendments, the bill 
retains provisions allowing for the completion of a programmatic environmental impact statement and an increased 
role of the Advisory Council. 


For these reasons I am returning Senate Bill No. 361 with proposed amendments.

Dear President Crippen and Speaker Mercer: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 271, “AN ACT PROVIDING LIMITS ON LIABILITY FOR 
EMPLOYERS WHO DISCLOSE INFORMATION ABOUT A FORMER OR CURRENT EMPLOYEE’S 
EMPLOYMENT-RELATED PERFORMANCE TO A PROSPECTIVE EMPLOYER; REPEALING 
SECTION 39-2-801, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN 
APPLICABILITY DATE,” for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 271 is intended to protect employers who disclose job-related employee information to a prospective 
employer, upon the request of the employee or prospective employer. The bill, as amended, is somewhat 
cumbersome, creating a presumption of good faith on the part of the employer and a variety of standards of proof 
for employees to overcome the presumption of good faith. The bill also repeals existing law which requires that 
an employer must, if asked by an employee, furnish the employee with a written statement of reasons for discharge. 


In an attempt to simplify the protection intended for an employer who discloses job-related information to a 
prospective employer, I am proposing what I believe to be a much clearer rule. Employers would not be liable for 
damages unless they knowingly, purposely, or negligently disclosed false information. The terms “knowingly,” 
“purposely,” and “negligently” have established meanings in the law and are clearly defined in Title 45. 


With respect to Senate Bill 271's repeal of the section 39-2-801, MCA, the requirement that an employer provide 
a written statement of reasons for discharge, the intent of this provision was to address the inability of employers 
to fully defend themselves if an employee brought a wrongful discharge action. In recent court cases, employers 
have been prohibited from providing any reasons for termination of an employee beyond what was contained in the 
written statement required by section 39-2-801. 


I believe that a fairer method of addressing this problem would be to retain the existing requirement to furnish a 
statement of reasons for discharge, but to permit an employer to provide additional evidence of job-related 
performance if the discharge results in litigation against the employer. Under my proposed amendment, the law 
would protect the rights of both employees and employers. 


For these reasons, I am returning Senate Bill 271 with proposed amendments. Senator Taylor, the sponsor of the 
bill, is aware of the amendments, and it is my understanding that he does not oppose them.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with an amendment House Bill 310, “AN ACT ESTABLISHING DRUG-FREE AND CRIME- 
FREE SCHOOLS; REQUIRING THE YOUTH COURT TO NOTIFY A SCHOOL WHEN A JUVENILE 
PROBATION OFFICER HAS REASON TO BELIEVE THAT A YOUTH IS CURRENTLY INVOLVED IN 
DRUG USE OR OTHER CRIMINAL ACTIVITY BEARING ON THE SAFETY OF CHILDREN; 
AUTHORIZING A SCHOOL TO PROVIDE TO YOUTH COURT AND LAW ENFORCEMENT 
AUTHORITIES EDUCATION RECORDS THAT PERTAIN TO VIOLATIONS OF THE MONTANA 
YOUTH COURT ACT OR CRIMINAL LAWS BY PUPILS; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 41-5-215 AND 
52-2-211, MCA,” for the following reason. 


House Bill 310 provides, in part, that Youth Courts have a duty under certain circumstances to report to school 
districts suspected drug use or criminal activity. A codification problem has arisen in the bill, due to the passage 
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of a companion bill that also addresses Youth Court records, House Bill 176. 


House Bill 310 includes a change to a part of section 41-5-215(1), MCA, that no longer exists due to passage and 
approval of House Bill No. 176. The amendment that House Bill 310 makes in this regard is not substantive and 
can be removed without altering the substance of the bill. Left unchanged, the amendment poses a difficult 
codification problem. 


It is my understanding that Representative Molnar, the sponsor of the bill, has been notified of the proposed 
amendment that would correct the codification problem I have described.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with an amendment House Bill 366, “AN ACT REVISING THE LAWS GOVERNING CHILD 
PROTECTIVE SERVICES; IMPLEMENTING THE FEDERAL ADOPTION AND SAFE FAMILIES ACT; 
CLARIFYING WHEN EFFORTS MUST BE MADE TO REUNIFY CHILDREN WITH ABUSIVE 
PARENTS; CLARIFYING WHEN PARENTAL RIGHTS MAY BE JUDICIALLY TERMINATED; AND 
AMENDING SECTIONS 41-3-101, 41-3-102, 41-3-108, 41-3-202, 41-3-203, 41-3-205, 41-3-303, 41-3-401, 41-3- 
403, 41-3-404, 41-3-406, 41-3-412, 41-3-607, 41-3-609, 41-3-1103, AND 42-2-608, MCA,” for the following 
reasons. 


House Bill 366 contains numerous revisions to the laws on child protective services. One of its amendments reduces 
the time within which a “show cause” hearing must be held on emergency placements. Existing law provides for 
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a 20-day period, and House Bill 366 reduces that to 10 days. 


I have received communications from individuals who work in this area of the law that it is not possible to comply 
within a 10- day time frame. Many district courts hear these types of petitions for temporary investigative authority 
and protective services on emergency placement on only one day a week. Parents (who are often not living together) 
must be located and served notice of the hearing. The time frame is also in conflict with the Indian Child Welfare 
Act. Finally, a possible unintended consequence of the shortened time frame will likely be that there will not be 
enough time in appropriate cases to amicably work out arrangements for family reunification before the process 
becomes too adversarial. 


If this one-word change could be made in House Bill 366 it would prevent significant difficulty for judges, county 
attorneys and others who work in this area of the law. 


It is my understanding that Representative Kasten, the sponsor of the bill, is in agreement with the proposed 
amendment.

Dear President Crippen and Speaker Mercer: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 270, “AN ACT ALLOWING A COUNTY TO CHARGE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE FOR SPACE PROVIDED IN A COUNTY COURTHOUSE OR OTHER 
COUNTY BUILDING; LIMITING THE AMOUNT THAT CAN BE CHARGED; AND AMENDING 
SECTION 15-8-102, MCA,” for the following reason. 


Senate Bill 270 provides the mechanism for counties to charge rent to the Department of Revenue for county office 
space. The language of the bill authorizes counties to charge rent only for the Department’s “assessment and 
appraisal staff.” The Department plans to co-locate in some counties its employees who work on unemployment 
and income taxation as well as on property taxes. The use of the words “assessment and appraisal” will create 
confusion about exactly what the counties’ authority is with respect to charging rent to the Department. 


For these reasons I am returning Senate Bill 270 with a proposed amendment that would remove the confusing 
language. It is my understanding that Senator Devlin, the sponsor of the bill, is agreeable with the amendment.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 186, “AN ACT PROVIDING FOR BREATH TESTS FOR 
PERSONS SUSPECTED OF CARRYING A CONCEALED WEAPON WHILE UNDER THE INFLUENCE 
OF ALCOHOL; REGULATING TEST ADMINISTRATION AND USE; PROVIDING FOR REVOCATION 
OF A PERMIT FOR REFUSAL TO TAKE A TEST; REVISING THE PLACES INSIDE OF WHICH A 
CONCEALED WEAPON MAY NOT BE CARRIED; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 45-8-327 AND 45-8-328, 
MCA,” for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 186 changes current law to permit the carrying of concealed weapons in, among other places, bars and 
restaurants where alcohol is served. The problems that may arise from such a relaxation of the law as it pertains 
to bars and restaurants where alcohol is served, seem obvious. In an effort to address such concerns, the bill gives 
peace officers permission to request breath tests of those in bars and restaurants who appear to be under the influence 
of an alcoholic beverage. 


The current prohibition against carrying a concealed weapon in a bar or restaurant has been on the books since 1991. 
Since that time Montana’s population has increased, more alcohol is served and more permits are issued for 
concealed weapons. Although I can understand the reasons for changing the law as it pertains to those places other 
than a bar or restaurant where alcohol is served, I feel strongly that these amendments, as they pertain to carrying 
a concealed weapon in a bar or restaurant where alcohol is served, are ill-advised. 


My proposed amendments would keep in place the prohibition on carrying concealed weapons into bars and 
restaurants where alcohol is served. Without the ability to carry concealed weapons in bars and restaurants where 
alcohol is served, there is no need for Section 1 of the Senate Bill 186, which authorizes breath tests in these 
establishments, and so I am proposing that Section 1 be struck from the bill as well. The amendments leave in place 
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the provisions in the bill that permit carrying concealed weapons while using a drive-up bank window, an automatic 
teller machine or unstaffed financial services locations. 


For these reasons I am returning Senate Bill 186 with proposed amendments.

ANY NEGATIVE FUND BALANCE AND RESTORE RESERVES TO THE PRIOR YEAR’S OPERATING

DATE, AN APPLICABILITY DATE, AND A TERMINATION DATE,” for the following reasons. 


House Bill 90 authorizes school districts to anticipate the amount of certain nonlevy revenue when they are computing 
the general fund levy. According to current law, the previous year’s motor vehicle tax collections are utilized to 
establish the budget and levy requirements of every district each year. Due to the passage of Senate Bill 260, 
however, taxation on motor vehicles will decline as a source of nonlevy revenue in school districts throughout the 
State. 


Because motor vehicle tax revenues will fall short of previous year’s revenues due to the reductions in Senate Bill 
260, districts will be left with a shortage of revenues to reach their approved base budgets. This amendment will 
correct the situation, allowing districts to estimate their projected revenues from motor vehicle taxes so that they can 
levy adequate mills to fund their base budgets. 


Representative Hagener, the sponsor of the bill, is aware of and agrees with this proposed amendment.

House Bill 321 expands the elevator inspection program to make the inspection mandatory and to include freight 
elevators. The existing inspection program is permissive and is limited to passenger elevators. The fiscal note states 
that because of the additional estimated 1,000 freight elevators to be inspected, the workload of the program will 
increase by 80%, and an additional 1.5 FTE will be required. 


While the expanded program is to be funded by inspection fees, there is no spending authority in House Bill 2, nor 
does House Bill 2 provide for the 1.5 FTE needed to carry out the inspections. The existing program cannot handle 
the increased workload nor can it absorb the additional costs within its existing budget. Consequently, I am 
proposing that House Bill 321 be rendered void if adequate resources are not provided in House Bill 2. 


It is my understanding that Representative Fuchs, the sponsor of the bill, understands the need for the proposed 
amendment.

Dear Speaker Mercer and President Crippen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments House Bill 260, “AN ACT ENCOURAGING ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
THROUGH INVESTMENT IN RESEARCH AND COMMERCIALIZATION PROJECTS; ESTABLISHING 
A RESEARCH AND COMMERCIALIZATION EXPENDABLE TRUST FUND; ESTABLISHING A COAL 
PRODUCER’S LICENSE TAX; ALLOCATING COAL PRODUCER’S LICENSE TAX REVENUE; 
PROVIDING FOR A CREDIT AGAINST COAL SEVERANCE TAXES FOR COAL PRODUCER’S 
LICENSE TAXES PAID; STATUTORILY APPROPRIATING COAL PRODUCER’S LICENSE TAXES TO 
SUPPORT RESEARCH AND COMMERCIALIZATION CENTERS AND TO BE USED AS MATCHING 
FUNDS; AMENDING SECTIONS 17-5-703, 17-5-709, AND 17-7-502, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE,” for the following reasons. 


House Bill 260 creates a coal producers’ license tax and a research and commercialization expendable trust fund. 
The purpose of the bill is to support research and commercialization projects and thereby encourage economic 
development in Montana. 


Section 16 of House Bill 260 sets forth a list of funds and accounts to which the proceeds from the coal producers’ 
license tax are allocated. There are presently two yet unfunded projects that I am proposing be added to this list. 
One is a presidential preference primary in Montana to be held to coincide with the proposed Western Regional 
Presidential Preference Primary Election, still under consideration in House Bill 490. The other involves the ongoing 
planning and building of industrial infrastructure by tax increment financing industrial districts. 


The reductions in taxable value on business equipment in Senate Bill 200 have created a unique problem for tax 
increment financing industrial districts which have been developing critically important industrial infrastructure based 
upon the revenue flow from business equipment taxes. The payment for and creation of that industrial infrastructure 
is a critical component of the broad economic development programs and job creation that are the ultimate purpose 
for the funding that is in House Bill 260. 


These amendments will provide the funding for House Bill 490's presidential preference primary election in Montana 
and will provide targeted funds to allow existing tax increment financing industrial districts to continue to develop 
infrastructure in an effort to support vitally-needed economic development for Montana.

(ii) if the value of the improvements on an individual property is greater than the state average value of 
improvements, then the land is valued at 75% of the appraised value of the improvements situated on the land and 
the remainder of the land value is exempt from taxation; and 

(iii) if the value of the improvements on an individual property is less than or equal to the state average value 
of improvements, then the land is valued at 75 % of the appraised value of the improvements situated on the land and 
the remainder of the land value is exempt from taxation. 
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(c) The value of land upon which improvements are situated may not exceed the phased-in value of the land. 

(5) For purposes of subsection (4), the following definitions apply: 

(a) "average value of improvements" means the statewide arithmetic mean of the appraised value of all 
improvements that have a market value in excess of $7,500; 

(b) "improvements" means residential dwellings and includes housetrailers, mobile homes, and 
manufactured homes; 

(c) "land" includes contiguous parcels or lots under single ownership up to 5 acres."

Dear Speaker Mercer and President Crippen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby veto House Bill 91,AN ACT REQUIRING A COUNTY TO CONDUCT A MAIL BALLOT ELECTION 
AT MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT EXPENSE WHEN A MUNICIPALITY REQUESTS AN ELECTION TO 
APPROVE OR DISAPPROVE THE APPLICATION OF THE MUN ICIPALITY’S BUILDIN G CODE 
JURISDICTION TO ALL OR PART OF AN AREA NOT TO EXCEED 4 1/2 MILES BEYOND THE 
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MUNICIPALITY’S CORPORATE LIMITS; ESTABLISHING A MORATORIUM ON THE APPLICATION 
AND EN FORCEMEN T OF MUNICIPAL BUILDING CODES IN EXISTING AREAS OF EXTEN DED 
JURISDICTION UNTIL AN ELECTION IS HELD; AMENDING SECTIONS 13-19-106, 50-60-101, AND 50- 
60-301, AND 50-60-302, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY 
DATE,” for the following reasons. 


Section 50-60-101, MCA, was amended by the Legislature in 1997 to provide that before a municipality could 
extend its jurisdictional area for building code enforcement, to include all or part of an area within 4 1/2 miles of 
the corporate limits of a municipality, the written consent of the county in which the municipality is located must 
first be obtained. 


House Bill 91 further changes the municipal jurisdiction extension process by requiring a majority of qualified 
electors from an affected area to approve an extension of jurisdiction through a special mail ballot election. 


House Bill 91 also suspends, effective July 1, 1999, the previously-approved jurisdiction of a municipality outside 
the corporate limits of the municipality until such time as the qualified electors in the affected area approve the 
extension of jurisdiction through a special mail ballot election. 

Going be yond that to re quire a comple x notice proce dure and ane lection e ve ry time ane xte nsion of the 
jurisdictional area of a municipality is proposed will not further enhance our representative form of government. 
It will require additional expense, and compromise the protection that consumers and homeowners rely upon as a 
result of a generation of building code enforcement in Montana. 

For these reasons, I am vetoing House Bill 91.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby veto Senate Bill 441,“AN ACT REQUIRING THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE, UNDER CERTAIN 
CONDITIONS, TO USE TWO OF THE THREE METHODS OF DETERMINING THE MARKET VALUE 
OF PROPERTY, WHICH INCLUDE THE CAPITALIZATION OF NET INCOME METHOD, THE SALES 
OF COMPARABLE PROPERTY METHOD, AND THE COST-LESS-DEPRECIATION METHOD, THAT 
PROVIDE A SIMILAR MARKET VALUE; AMENDING SECTION 15-8-111, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
APPLICABILITY DATE” for the following reasons. 


First, Senate Bill 441 violates the Montana Constitution as interpreted by the Montana Supreme Court. Second, 
Senate Bill 441 will result in increased appraised values and therefore increased taxes for certain centrally-assessed 
properties. 


Article VIII, section 3 of the 1972 Montana Constitution requires an equalization of values for property taxes. This 
equalized standard ensures that each property owner pays taxes only in proportion to the worth of his or her 
property. Implementation of Senate Bill 441 would violate the equalization requirement. 


As the title of the bill recognizes, there are three generally-accepted methods of determining the market value of 
a property. The methods outlined in the title respectively are: (1) the property’s ability to generate income for the 
owner; (2) the selling price of comparable properties in the open market; and (3) the construction costs of the 
property less depreciation. This bill assumes that only two of the three appraisal methods will produce a similar 
value and limits the State’s examination to those two methods alone. The third appraisal method, apparently 
assumed to result in a different value, must be disregarded according to the language of the bill. 


The Montana Supreme Court has consistently struck down property tax appraisals that disregard one of the appraisal 
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methods. InDeVoe v. DOR, the Montana Supreme Court held the Department of Revenue could not rely exclusively 
on the cost method when valuing properties. Instead, the State must consider all available information when 
appraising commercial properties. The Court concluded that absent a due consideration of all available information 
about market and economic conditions accurate market values could not be determined. 


Subsequently, in Albright v. DOR, the Montana Supreme Court held the failure to properly value property is a 
violation of our state constitution. The Court rejected the argument that the State should determine market value 
based on a limited number of appraisal methods, noting that the framers of the Constitution anticipated and intended 
that the State utilize a number of different approaches to appraise, assess and equalize the valuation of all property 
as required by Article VIII, section 3. As in the DeVoe case, the Court recognized that absent the integration of 
all relevant economic and market influences, property appraisals would be “skewed” and values would not be 
equalized as required by our state constitution. 


A failure to consider a valid appraisal method is a failure to consider all relevant market and economic conditions. 
Some properties would not be properly appraised at market value while other properties would be. This is a violation 
of the equalization provisions of the Montana Constitution. Therefore, I must conclude the Constitution requires the 
State to consider all the information it has available to it and to use all applicable appraisal methods to determine 
the most accurate property value possible. 


The sponsor of Senate Bill 441, Senator Christiaens, intended to address a very specific issue concerning how 
certain commercial properties are appraised for Montana property tax purposes. However, as amended, the bill 
far exceeds the scope of the sponsor’s original intent, because it applies to the tax appraisals of all types of property 
and results in unintended consequences. 


One unintended consequence is unequalized property values in violation of our state constitution, as discussed above, 
and its underlying principles of equity. The fairness of our property tax system is grounded upon the concept that 
property owners should pay only their fair share of taxes as determined by the true worth of their property. If values 
are not equalized then some property owners will be paying more than their fair share of taxes while others pay less. 


Another unintended consequence of this bill is that it will increase the appraised values of some properties. The 
situation originally addressed by the sponsor was one in which the appraised value of certaircommercial property 
decreased by disregarding one of the appraisal methods. 


An opposite result will now occur with regard to other types of properties. Centrally- assessed properties such as 
railroads, airlines, utilities, and telecommunications properties, will realize an increase in their appraised values, 
and therefore increased taxes, if the Department is required to accept the value indicated by the two more similar 
approaches. This would seem to fly in the face of the tax relief and economic development programs the 56th 
Legislature enacted. 


As a matter of law and equity, we cannot impose artificial limits on how the market value of property is determined 
for property tax purposes. The State must consider all the relevant factors when determining the market value of 
a property. Accordingly, I have vetoed this bill.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby line-item veto portions of House Bill 14, AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE CREATION OF STATE DEBT 
THROUGH THE ISSUANCE OF GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS; APPROPRIATING THE PROCEEDS 
OF THE BON DS FOR CAPITAL PROJECTS FOR THE BIEN N IUM EN DIN G JUN E 30, 20001; 
PROVIDING FOR MATTERS RELATING TO APPROPRIATIONS; AMENDING SECTION 17-7-211, 
MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A TERMINATION DATE,” for the 
following reasons. 


House Bill 14 appropriates funds from the capital projects fund for certain building projects, contingent upon 
authorization and sale of general obligation long-range building program bonds. The bill initially included the 
construction of a reception unit at the Montana State Prison, but that project was removed from the bonding list 
altogether and language was added to require that the reception unit project as well as other corrections building 
projects be funded with federal money to the maximum extent possible. 


There are two provisions in House Bill 14 that place restrictions on the ability of the Department of Corrections to 
carry out building projects authorized by the 56th Legislature. In section 2, subsection 2(b), federal funds are 
required to be used in place of general obligation bonds to the maximum extent possible. And in section 9 of the 
bill the budget amendment process is altered to prohibit the Department of Corrections from transferring excess 
funds from one project to another project within that agency. Section 9 also requires the reduction of bonding 
authority for correction projects (other than the reception unit project) by the amount of federal funds received or 
expected to be received. 


One of the conditions upon which federal funds for corrections projects may be received is that they not be used to 
supplant state funding. For that reason I believe it is essential that the two sections described above be deleted from 
House Bill 14. In addition, I do not believe that the Department of Corrections’ building projects should be treated 
differently than other agency building projects. 


Section 13 of House Bill 14 terminates section 9 on July 1, 2005. My proposal to delete section 9 from the bill 
renders section 13 unnecessary and meaningless, and so I have removed it as well.

“ELECTION CYCLE”; REVISING DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENTS; REQUIRING DISCLOSURE ON 
THE IN TERN ET; PROHIBITIN G ACCEPTAN CE OR DEPOSIT OF CON TRIBUTION S AFTER A 
CERTAIN NUMBER OF DAYS FOLLOWING A GENERAL ELECTION AND PROVIDING A PENALTY; 
REVISING REPORTING REQUIREMENTS; REQUIRING A CLOSING REPORT BEFORE AN ELECTED 
CANDIDATE MAY ASSUME OFFICE; PROVIDING FOR A TRANSFER OF FUNDS; PROVIDING AN 
APPROPRIATION FOR ONLINE IN TERNET ACCESS TO INFORMATION COLLECTED BY THE 
COMMISSIONER OF POLITICAL PRACTICES; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 2-16-501, 13-37-117, 13-37- 
208, 13-37-216, 13-37-225, 13-37-226, 13-37-228, 13-37-230, AND 13-37-240, MCA, for the following reasons. 


House Bill 350 includes a provision that requires the disclosure of certain campaign finance information on the 
Internet, a worthy objective. But that is about the only provision in House Bill 350 with which I can agree. The 
bill has a number of other results that I do not believe are in the best interests of the public, candidates, or political 
parties. 


First of all, while the goal of enhancing public access to campaign financial reports through the Internet is laudable, 
House Bill 350 would fund the Internet site by transferring $200,000 from a Montana Department of Justice special 
revenue account that is used to fund the Natural Resource Damage program, workers’ compensation fraud activities 
required by an agreement between the Department of Justice and the State Fund, and fraud detection and prosecution 
conducted pursuant to a cooperative agreement between the Department of Justice and the Legislative Auditor. The 
account also includes drug forfeiture funds used as the State’s match for grant-funded drug enforcement activities. 


I question whether any of these funds may be lawfully diverted for the Internet project, regardless of the project’s 
merits. With respect to Natural Resource Damage Program funds, the Legislature, in House Bill 92, funded the 
Program’s operation for the upcoming biennium through a loan from the Coal Severance Tax Permanent Fund, to 
be repaid with interest from the proceeds of the ongoing litigation against ARCO. Federal law limits the use of 
those proceeds to restoration activities and assessment and litigation costs. Diverting them to pay for the Internet 
project is not consistent with federal law. If the intent was that the proposed transfer use surplus funds from the 
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1999 biennium, it is inconsistent with the terms of House Bill 92, which requires that any unexpended funds for the 
1999 biennium that remain on June 30, 1999, must be returned to the general fund. 


Use of other funds in the special revenue account are also in violation of existing law, because the terms of the inter- 
agency contracts that provide funding for white collar fraud detection and prosecution limit the purposes for which 
those funds can be used. 


House Bill 350 also amends existing laws that place restrictions on campaign contributions. Where existing limits 
on contributions from an individual and a political committee (other than a political party committees) apply 
separately to each contested election (the primary and the general election), House Bill 350 applies these limits to 
an election cycle, defined in the bill to begin on the date a candidate files for office through the date of the general 
election. Using the Governor/ Lieutenant Governor race as an example, under current law an individual may 
contribute an amount up to $400 for a contested primary and $400 for the general election. Under House Bill 350, 
the limit is $400 for the entire election cycle. The bill also permits candidates to accept contributions through the 
tenth day after the general election, but if the funds are the candidate’s own, then the ten day limit does not apply. 


These changes to the campaign laws cause several potential problems. It is not clear from the language of House 
Bill 350 whether a candidate may receive unlimited contributions before he or she chooses to file, or whether the 
candidate is instead completely prohibited from receiving campaign funds for pre-filing campaign expenses, such 
as those associated with testing-the-waters activities. It appears that the bill would allow a candidate to collect an 
unlimited amount of contributions until such time as the candidate officially files as a candidate with the Secretary 
of State. Moreover, changing the limits to apply to an “election cycle” rather than to an “election” results in a 
decided advantage to a candidate who has an uncontested primary race and can spend a greater amount on the 
general election than the candidate who must divide campaign funds between a contested primary and the general 
election. Another decided advantage is given to wealthy candidates who are not restricted from continuing to 
contribute to their own campaigns beyond the tenth day after the general election. Further, if a successful candidate 
has not retired all campaign debt within one week after the general election, the successful candidate may not take 
office, a vacancy is considered to occur, and the incumbent remains in office until the vacancy is filled. 


The provision in the bill that restricts the acceptance of contributions beyond the tenth day after the general election 
poses a possible conflict with the first amendment. The United States Supreme Court has determined that campaign 
contributions enjoy a certain level of constitutional protection granted to other forms of speech and association. 
While courts have recognized a governmental interest in placing limits on the amount of campaign donations, it is 
not clear that there is a justifiable interest in the ten day limit, and thus that provision of House Bill 350 may not 
withstand a legal challenge. 


Finally, House Bill 350 removes any limits on the amount of contributions that may be made by political party 
committees. Under current law, party committees may contribute $15,000 for a Governor/Lieutenant Governor 
race, $5,000 for other statewide races, $2,000 for Public Service Commissioner races, $800 for state Senate races, 
and $500 for other races. Removing these limits altogether -- at a time when the public perceives the costs of 
elections as unreasonably high and associates large campaign contributions with improper motives -- would be 
unfortunate in my opinion. Public trust in elected officials needs to be inspired, not placed in further jeopardy. 


For these reasons, I have vetoed House Bill 350.

REQUIREMENTS TO BE INCLUDED IN THE PLANS; ESTABLISHING AN ACCOUNT; REQUIRING 
THE FISH, WILDLIFE, AN D PARKS COMMISSION TO DEVELOP RULES REGARDIN G 
IMPLEMENTATION OF RECREATION RESOURCE MANAGEMENT PLANS FOR THE BEAVERHEAD 
AND BIG HOLE RIVERS; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE " for the following 
reasons. 





Senate Bill 445, as it was originally introduced, addressed concerns of local groups in southwestern Montana about 
the increasing amount of floating use on parts of the Beaverhead and Big Hole Rivers. The bill limited commercial 
use of the two rivers beginning in March, 2000, and urged local groups to develop river management plans by 
October, 2000, in time for consideration by the Department of Fish, Wildlife, and Parks and possible legislative 
action by the Legislature in 2001. 


The objectives of the introduced bill were laudable. However, in the final hours of the le gislative session, 
amendments were added to Senate Bill 445, which pose significant legal and implementation problems. Although 
it is quite possible that some of the results of the amendments were unintentional, the agencies of state government 
that are directed to implement the bill may not legally interpret it in any manner other than that which is consistent 
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with the clear meaning of its language. 


The first rule of statutory construction requires that when construing a statute, a court must simply ascertain and 
declare what is in plain terms or in substance contained in the statute, “not to insert what has been omitted or to omit 
what has been inserted.” Section 1-2-101, MCA. The Montana Supreme Court has consistently held that when 
the terms of a statute are plain, unambiguous, direct, and certain, the statute speaks for itself and there is no room 
for construction. 


The language in section 1 of Senate Bill 445 states that beginning March 1, 2000, a person may not operate as a 
guide or outfitter “on the waters of this state” without first obtaining an outfitter boat tag that is to be issued if a 
person meets “all of the following requirements.” One requirement set forth in the bill is that the individual must 
have filed with the Montana Board of Outfitters by January 1, 1999, an operating plan that includes either the 
Beaverhead or Big Hole River. The result may have been unintentional, but the language is plain, unambiguous, 
direct, and certain -- a guide or outfitter whose business did not include the Beaverhead or Big Hole River as of 
January 1, 1999, and who therefore cannot qualify for a tag, may not operate on any of Montana’s waters after 
March 1, 2000. 


Section 1 of Senate Bill 445 further limits the amount of use that an individual who is issued a tag may make of the 
Beaverhead and Big Hole Rivers, by measuring the historic use by that outfitter through 1998, or, in the case of 
licensed outfitters without any historic use on the two rivers, by imposing an annual cap of 250 launches. Whereas 
the introduced bill created a moratorium on new commercial use of the two rivers, the amendments to Senate Bill 
445 actually allow some room for growth in commercial use even though those amendments have been characterized 
as a “moratorium.” 


In addition, several parts of the bill are contradictory. In one subsection the bill requires that any outfitter who 
receives a tag is allowed a minimum of 90 launches a year, but the next subsection directs the Board of Outfitters 
to develop rules that dimit the number of outfitters who are guaranteed a minimum of 90 launches. Section 1 
requires the Board of Outfitters to adopt rules limiting the amount of commercial use of the two rivers, using historic 
use as the basis for such rules. Yet section 2 directs the Fish, Wildlife, and Parks Commission to adopt rules to 
implement recreation resource management plans for the two rivers, and “urges” that historic use not be the basis 
for allocations for outfitter use. How to coordinate the two sets of rules, set by two different boards, would be a 
conundrum at best. 


Finally, Senate Bill 445 provides that management plans similar to those facilitated for the Big Hole and Beaverhead 
Rivers may be submitted to the Commission for other of the State ’s rivers, and that if imple me ntation of a 
management plan results in a reduction in recreational use on a river, rules must provide that the reduction will be 
made in “commercial and nonresident use rather than in noncommercial, resident use.” If the requirement means 
that before restricting any resident use, nonresident use must be restricted, even to the point that it is precluded 
altogether, it arguably results in unconstitutional discrimination under the U.S. Constitution’s Equal Protection 
Clause of the Fourteenth Amendment or the Privileges and Immunities Clause. 


In ve toing Senate Bill 445, I offer a possible solution to the problems believed to exist on the Big Hole and 
Beaverhead Rivers, and to other state waters as well, with respect to the apparent rapid increase in floating use and 
the possibility that certain rivers could become overrun by outfitters trying to establish historic use before any plan 
could be completed. Under rulemaking authority given to the Fish, Wildlife, and Parks Commission by House Bill 
626, which takes effect June 1, 1999, the Commission may adopt rules addressing conflicts on rivers, including the 
regulation of commercial use based on recreational use of fishing or floating. The Commission did not have this 
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expanded authority before passage of House Bill 626 and could only adopt and enforce rules addressing conflicts 
that posed threats to health, safety, or property. Given the broader authority granted by House Bill 626, the 
Commission could establish moratoriums on new commercial use and develop river recreation management plans 
for the Big Hole and Beaverhead Rivers as well as other state waters when the need arises, and adopt rules 
implementing those plans. In this way, the problems could be addressed relatively soon and would not have to await 
consideration by the 2001 Legislature. 


I intend to urge the Commission to undertake a rulemaking effort patterned after Senate Bill 445, to create a 
moratorium on new commercial use by adopting without delay short-term rules in reference to the Big Hole and 
Beaverhead Rive rs.
